ster's, racketeers and big commercial liquor operators and 
suggested that congress might listen sympathetically to pro- 
posals for temporary combines in natural resource corpora- 
tions "to prevent waste/" 


He appealed for co-operation of 


local authorities in rounding up 
gangsters 'and racketeers and ' the 
big commercial violators of the fed- 
eral prohibtion law. 


After alluding to federal govern- 


ment success in prosecuting "a 
number of notorious gangsters" un- 
der the income tax law and other 
federal stecutes, Mitchell said: 


"We are not through and there 


•nill be others to go the same road, 
but the fact that these criminal 
canpstws incidentally violate some 
federal statute does not place the 
primary duty and responsibility of 
punishing them upon, the federal 
government arid until state police 
and mux-i^trates. stimulated by pub- 
lic optalo-, take hold of the prob- 
lem, "it will not be solved." 


First Public Pronouncement. 


Mitchell's

GAS TAX FUNDS 


Receipts are Reassuring 


Since Loss Expected 


Says Bass. 


Substitute Fuels Being 


Used; Report Some 


Bootlegging. 


Collections of gasoline tax by the 
state of Nebraska for the first five 
months of 1931 (receipts for May 
being almost complete) show a total 
of substantially the same amount as 
during the same period a year ago. 
The figures compiled in the ofiice 
of State Treasurer Bass covering 
the five months are $3584.819 for 
this year and $3.384.062 for 1930 — 
a slight gain of S757. which will be 
increased by a small amount of 
additional revenue when all dealers 
are heard from in May. 


"We had -anticipated an actual 
loss for the five months." said 
Treasurer Bass, "and the fact that 
we have an increase, although a 
small one, is somewhat reassuring. 
We have reports from other states 
indicating that gas tax income in 
some of them is substantially below 
that of^last -ear for the 
same 


months."* 
More gasoline tax money was paid 
into the treasury during January, 
February, and March than in the 
in April a decrease was shown, and

At last Saturday's close 
the general list had experienced 
ssven consecutive sessions of de- 
cline, an unusual performance even 
in the throes of a bear market. 


Closer observation of the actions 


of stocks m this period is rather 
enlightening, since it discicbes that 
weakness has been for the most 
part confimd to recognised mar- 
ket, leaders. United States Steel, 
American' Can, New York Central, 
Pennsylvania railzoad ard 
many 


others have been among the issues 
leflecting aggressive bearish selling 
*uh the declines in these stocks 
lunning beyond all proportions to 
their past and future earnings po- 
sition- 


Favorable Buying Range. 


TiDse interests, %vhose observa- 
tlr.von the market have proven 
unusually successful in the past, 
are quite positive in their declara- 
tion that the majority of stocks are 
in a favorable buying range. Just 
as in the summer of 1929, when 
the stock market was intent on 
having its final fling on the up- 
side, beyond all reason, so the 
market seems bent upon going to 
the other extreme. 


While bond prices have to some 


measure been adversely influenced 
by the reactionary tendencies of 
the stock market, a 10115 list of 
high prade bonds has experienced 
little difficulty in attaining new 
hieh levels for the year. 


After a long series of declines, 


operations in the steel industry 
have steadied, with production of 
raw steel remaining unchanged at 
47 per cent of capacity. The Iron 
Age leporls that the sustaining 
forces in the past week have been 
larger takings by the automobile 
industry, and a larger movement 
of structural steel, reinforcing bars 
and line pipe. 
Prices, however, 


Lave tended to sag, with the Iron 
Age composite price of heavy melt- 
ing scrap dipping to $9.83 per gross 
ton, the lowest figure since No- 
vember, 1914. 


Favorable Development. 


A definitely favorable develop- 


ment was disclosed in the value of 
building permits of key cities of 
the country for the first 
four 


months of this year. It was shown 
that the dollar value of the per- 
mits increased each month, and 
for each succeeding month the to- 
tal made a. more favorable com- 
parison with the total shown for 
the corresponding month of 1930. 
The value of the permits for 104 
cities for April, at $115,978,900, was 
only 48 per cent below the value 
reported in the same month of 
1930. 


Freight car loadings have shown, 


a tendency to pick up, with the 
total for the latest week reported, 
that on May 2, showing a rise of 
16,019 cars over those of the pre- 
ceding week, although the total 
still holds substantially below the 
corresponding week of a, year ago. 


The 
inability 
of 
commodity 


prices to meet resistance continues 
to be a disquieting factor. The An- 
nalist Weekly Index of wholesale 
commodity prices has declined for 
the ninth consecutive week, falling 
to 1039, against 104.5 for the pre- 
ceding week and 1323 for the cor- 
responding week last year.

entourage admitted that he was 
particularly worried over the rela- 
tions of the vatican and the new 
Spanish government, growing out 
of attacks on churches and con- 
vents in Spain. 


No Interference. 


"It would be inopportune for Al- 


fonso to make a direct statement 
at present," tha Duke of Miranda 
said. "On the contrary, the re- 
publicans in Spain must be al- 
lowed freedom of action and even- 
tually work out their own destiny. 


"The world knows Alfonso's at- 


titude toward recent anti-Catholic 
outrages which all pf us truly de- 
plore,' the Duke continued. 


Alfonso, living quietly outside 
Paris with his family, is sur- 
rounded by a group of men and 
women who followed him into 
exile. 


Fortune Menacefl. 


The ex-king's,retinue authorized 
the statement that Alfonso Is not 
receiving anything from the pres- 
ent Spanish government. The an- 
nual civil list of 7,000,000 pesetas 
granted the Tang was suspended

Alfonso's personal fortune, esti- 
mated at $3,000,000, is mostly in- 
vested in Spain, -where it is men- 
aced by confiscation of property 
and decreased market values.

K.C. Police Also Attempt 


To Link Him With 


Slayings There. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May IB— 
Earl Quinn, former Mis- 


^der^earVomanT Okla., of two 
School teachers, tonight reiterated 
his denials he had killed the women 
police sought evidence to connect 
him with three murders here. 
Quinn who has been arrested here 


many times, was captured in Omaha 
Thursday night by Kansas City 
detectives, who had been after him 
since December 29, 1930, when the 
school teachers, Miss Zexia Griffith, 
34, and Miss Jessie Griffith, 24, her 
sister were slain on a colntry road 
between Norman and Tonkawa, 
Okla.Suspected in K. C. Murders. 


After he was returned here, Chief 


Lewis M. Siegfried announced he 
had unearthed evidence that Quinn, 
known as a dangerous criminal, had 
been in Kansas City in August, 1929, 
when Miss Ruth Laughlin, 24, and 
her escort, Paul Olell, 19, were slain 
in one of the most brutal crimes 
on record here. He also said Quinn 
had again been here January 9, this 
year, when- Mrs. Mamie Houlehan, 
an. elderly woman, was attacked and 
slain at the rear of a vacant house 
here. 
. Quinn denied all the charges 
against him, and offered an alibi as 
his defense against the charge of 
murder resulting from the killing 
of the Oklahoma women. He was 
visibly nervous, however, as he 
faced detectives in the show-up 
here. 
He asserted he first had heard 
that he had been named in the 
Oklahoma crime when he reached 
Kansas City early in January this 
year, after being separted from his 
wife at Welington, Kas.' 


He said he then thought of giving 


himself up and telegraphed a fnend 
•whom he would not name at To- 
nakawa to ask his advice. The 
friend told him, however, he said, 
that feeling was running so high m 
Oklahoma that he would be "rail- 
roaded" to prison for the crime if 
he gave himself up. 
"I was afraid I would not get a 
square deal," he told Siegfried. "I 
didn't kill those teachers. I would 
have given myself up then, except 
that I feared I would be railroaded 
to the penitentiary. I knew I could 
beat the charge if I had a fair 
trial." 


Detectives tonight pointed out the 
many points of similarity between 
the crimes here and those in Okla- 
homa. In each case, it was said, 
the women were attacked and then 
brutally killed.

When Lincoln Bed Cross sup- 


porters gather Thursday evening at 
the Lincoln hotel to observe the 
fiftieth anniversary of the national 
organization, considerable history of 
the local chapter also will be re- 
called. 
. . 
The Lincoln branch was conceived 


at a meeting held May, 1917. at the 
chamber of commerce. Out of it 
came the largest Red Cross chapter 
per capita of any city in the coun- 
try. Up until this time a chapter 
had not been formally organized, 
althcugh all of the civilian relief 
work was done by what is now 
called the Red Cross organization. 
Before the organization of 
the 


chapter, H. H. Wilson was treasurer 
of the local Red Cross and was au- 
thorized to receive money to be 
used for Red Cross purposes. 
.Later in May of 1917, the Lincoln 


chapter was organized. W. E. Har- 
dy was elected' president, Charles 
Mayer vice president, L. E. Hurtz 
secretary and H. H. Wilson treas- 
urer. The organization started with- 
out any capital and relied upon its 
members for the work which was 
done and also for contributions. 


The first department to-be or- 
ganized was the canteen service, 
with C. F. Schwarz as chairman, 
and then the civilian relief with N. 
Z Snell as chairman. The comfort 
kits were taken in charge by Mrs. 
H. M. Bushnell and Mrs. W. E 
Hardy was chairman of the surgic- 
al dressing committee. The head- 
quarters of the Red Cross were lo- 
cated in the Scottish Rite Temple 
and C. W. Little was in charge. 
The following committees also 


were crganized and worked faith- 
fully during the war: Nursing com- 
mittee Dr. B. P- Bailey; knitting 
committee, Mrs. Fred Gardner; ju- 
nior Red Cross, J. H. Newlon; hos- 
pital garments, Miss Ida Robbins. 
Mrs. C. F. Ladd was in charge of 
the bureau of personnel, L. M. Ward 
acted as purchasing agent and J. 
R. Moyer had full charge of the 
salvage headquarters. 


Begin Instruction. 
In September, 1917, the first class 


in surgical dressings was organized 
and later a class in hospital gar- 
ments. Besides the Lincoln chapter 
of the Red Cross, 
twenty-eight 


branch chapters 
were organized 


throughout Lancaster county. 


Immediately after the war the 


Red, Cross organized a post-war 
service department and Miss Alma 
-LeRoy became executive secretary. 
Questionnaires were sent to all ex- 
servicemen. To date the chapter 
has approximately 5,000 ex-service 
records en file. Assistance was given 
these men in making application 
for compensation, securing affidav- 
its, lost discharges, back pay from 
the government and bonuses. 


Junior Red Cross which was first 


organized in 1917, has continued to 
be an important activity of the lo- 
cal chapter and during 1930 255 
school rooms in the city and 94 
rooms in the county were enrolled 
in the Junior Red Cross with a to- 
tal membership 'of 14,000 children. 
First aid and life saving are 
other activities of the local chapter. 
Classes in first aid were organized 
in Lincoln during the war and have 
continued since. Life saving ser- 
vice was begun in 1927.. Hed Cross 
first aid certificates were awarded 
to 178 persons in Lancaster county 
the last year and 90 persons have 
passed their life saving tests the 
last year. 


Work After War. 


Following the war, the local chap- 
ter placed three specially trained 
nurses in the county to do rural 
public healffi work. About two years 
later, as the funds were exhausted, 
the work was of necessity discon- 
tinued. In 1927, after a careful sur- 
vey of existing conditions, a public 
health nursing service for the city 
of Lincoln was begun. The aim of 
this service is to care for persons ill 
in their home who require short pe- 
riods of skilled nursing care.«This 
service has grown so that at the 
present time three nurses give fuU 
time to the work. They made 6,743 
calls during 1930. The county work 
has been resumed through one 
nurse, who is supported jointly by 
the tuberculosis committee and the 
Red Cross membership outside of 
Lincoln. 


The chapter has an organized 


disaster relief committee ready to 
act on a moment's notice in case 
of a disaster in Lancaster county 
In addition to this work, the com- 
mittee has taken charge of all 
drives "for disaster relief funds 
such as the Mississippi valley flood 
in 1927, the northeastern Nebraska 
tornado Of 1928, the Adams county 
and Tekainah tornado of 1930 and 
the drouth relief drive of 1931. Ten 
thousand fight hundred eighty-six 
dollars and fifty-six 
cents was 
raised for the drouth relief drive 
in addition to two carloads of flour 
and commeal donated by the cit- 
izens of Prairie Home, Walton 
Martel. Sprague, Princeton and 
Hickman. 


The volunteer committee was re- 
organized in 1930 and during that 
year SO women worked 266 hours 
sewing on garments and dressings 
used by the local nursing service. 


National History- 
The American National Associa- 


tion of the Red Cross was foundee 
on May 21,1881. It was incorporatec 
under the laws of the District of 
Columbia on July .1. 1881. The 
treaty of Geneva was signed by 
President Arthur and ratified by the 
United States senate in 1882. In 
1905, 
the American National Bed 
Cross, successor to the American 
National association of the Red 
Cross, was chartered by congress 
and the act of incorporation was 
approved by President Roosevelt 
Under the terms of this act the ac- 
counts of the American Red Cross 
are audited by the war department 
and She annual report of the or- 
ganization is transmitted by the 
secretary <ol ivar to congress. 
The coreming body is" the central 
committee consisting of eight/era 
members, six of whom are elected 
by the board of incorporators. and 
six by the chapter defecates. The 
other six are appTinted by the pres- 
ident of the United States, includ- 
ing: the chairman. The president ol 
the United States is also president 
of the Hed Cross.

:o the constitution of the Red Cross 
which provides that the society 
shall distribute relief, not only in 
war, but in time of such other ca- 
lamities as famines, floods, earth- 
quakes, cyclones and pestilence. 
Miss Barton conducted the society's 
relief work for sufferers from yel- 
low fever in Florida in 1887: the 
flood at Johnstown, Pa., in 1889; the 
famine in Russia in 1891; the hur- 
ricane along the coast of South 
Carolina in 1893; the massacre in 
Armenia in 1896; the Spanish- 
American war in Cuba m 1898; the 
lurricane at Galveston, Tex., in 
1900 and several other calamities. 
Miss Barton died April 12, 1912. 


From January 1, 1881, to June 30, 


1930, the American Red Cross has 
given aid in approximately 1,100 
disasters in the United States. The 
expenditure of the organization for 
domestic disaster relief during this 
period were more than $54,000,000. 
These figures do not include the 
vast expenditures made by the 
American Red Cross in affording 
war time relief.

Their Version of Fatal 


Drinking Party. 


State's Case Against the 
Youth Accused, Killing 


Girl Nears End. 


VALPARAISO, Ind., May 16—(0. 


p.)_ Virgil Kirkland, 20-year-old 
football player, accused of first de- 
gree murder in the gin party death 
of Arlene Draves, will be confronted 
Monday by two companions, who 
also face murder charges, Prosccu_ 
tor John Underwood announced to- 
day as the trial's third week ended. 


Underwood said the state would 


complete its case by calling Henry 
Shirk and Paul Barton to give their 


• stories of what they and Kirkland 
did last November when 18-year-old 
Arlene received injuries that caused 
her death. 
Shirk and Barton, jointly indicted 


with David Thompson, party host; 
Leon Stanford and Kirkland, have 
been in Crown Point jail since Kirk- 
land obtained a change of venue. 
They were brought to Valparaiso to_ 
day.Fathers Want Sons to Testify. 


The prosecutor said he conferred 
at midnight with the youths' fath- 
ers, Capt. Joseph Shirk, Gary fire- 
man, and William Barton. They 
pleaded that their sons be used de- 
spite the objections of their attor- 
ney. The offer had been rejected 
before, but this was the-first appeal 
direct to Underwood and he ac_ 
ccpted. 
O. B. Thiel, Kirkland's counsel, 


asked return of Shirk and Barton to 
Crown Point until Monday, declar- 
ing he feared trickery if they were 
in the Valparaiso jail with the de- 
fendant. 
Underwood said Shirk and Barton 


resented Kirkland's attitude and 
wanted to tell their version" of the 
fatal party to clear their consciences. 


Women on Stand. 


The state today offered additional 
details of the actions of Kirkland 
and his four companions. The wit- 
nesses were Miss Victoria Leonard, 
38-year old waitress, and Mrs. Ber- 
nice Elser, one of the wives at the 
party. 


^vliss Leonard said Kirkland, Bar- 
ton and Thompson came to the 
lunch room where she worked and 
ordered fifteen 
sandwiches, 
after 


•which Virgil disappeared for a time. 
When he returned, he "exclaimed to 
Barton, 
she said, 
"Now's your 


chance.1* 


Other state witnesses have testi- 


fied that Kirkland carried Arlene 
to an automobile after she fell on 
the porch of tile Thompson home 
and later drove in the automobile 
to the lunch room with her uncon- 
scious form in the rear seat. 
Saw Body In Car. 
Mrs. Elser said she attended the 
party with her husband, Earl Elser. 
She said he stepped outside the 
Thompson home and saw four men 
around an-automobile in which, she 
could see Miss Draves, partly un_ 
clothed,' on»the rear seat. She was 
unabje to say why she did. not go to 
Arlene's aid or tell of the incident.

Not Based on Sales to Public. 
Gasoline tax is paid, not on fluid 
sold to the public, but on. original 
shipments coming into the state at 
the time they are received. Thus, 
when unusually large quanitles of 
gasoline are being shipped in, for 
storage or otherwise, the tax re- 
ceipts are swelled, although a large 
part of the liquid fuel coming in 
may not be resold or consumed for 
some time thereafter. 
In the past, dealers were accus- 
tomed to lay in large stocks of gaso- 
line during the spring months, an- 
ticipating some of the requiremens 
for their summer trade. This year 
a hand to mouth policy is being 
followed by many of them, inas- 
much as the market is oversupplied, 
with refinery prices at the lowest 
level ever known and the possibility 
that they may be further, reduced. 
That accounts, in part at least, for 
the big decline in gas tax income for 
May.Another factor pointed 
out by 


State Treasurer 
Bass is the in- 
creasing use of a lower grade fuel 
in tractors, which does not come up 
to the legal specifications for gaso- 
line and hence cannot be sold as 
such. Gasoline, .under the law, must 
must register its boiling point below 
the mark of 200 degrees Fahren- 
heit. The substitute fluid boils a 
little above 200, which lets It out 
from the gasoline classification and 
the tax. It is not suitable for use 
in ordinary motor vehicles. 


Other Reasons for Decline. 
There is. however, some real 
fall off In gasoline consumpion. 
This is true the country over as to 
tourist traffic, and in some of the 
western visitors the shrinkage was 
reported to be as high as 50 per 
cent last year, compared with 1929. 
Nebraska, of course, does not feel 
this element so much as Colorado, 
Wyoming, and he Rocky mounain 
and Pacific coast regions in general. 


Oil companies and dealers may 
have held off shipments into Nebras- 
ka in April and May because of a 
bill pending in the legislature which 
specifications of gasoline. This bill 
passed both branches, but was ve- 
proposed to change the grade and 
toed by Governor Bryan after the 
legislature adjourned. If the gaso- 
line trade was waiting to see what 
would happen to it, the natural ef- 
fect will be to increase shipments 
in the immediate future. 
Further Increase Doubtful. 


Treasurer Bass is not very san- 
guine as to the prospect of getting 
in more gas tax revenue during the 
remainder of this year than in 
1930. 
While automobile users will 


be consuming it in normal quanti- 
ties, or possibly doing a little bet- 
ter than that because of the cheap 
prices now prevailing, he expects a 
good deal of the substitute non-tax- 
able fuel to be burned in traitors 
this summer. 
"We have a field- auditor at woik 


and find that there is a great deal 
of motor fuel beinu bootlegged into 
the state by truck." said Dr. Bass. 
"Even some of the 
larger com- 
panies are doing this and not re- 
porting the gasoline thus brought in 
or paying the tax upon it. 
There 


will undoubtedly be some prosecu- 
tions to put a stop to such work." 
The state highway department 


and all county boards •will have to 
consider the possibility of diminished 
gasoline tax "revenue for 1931 in 
planning their road programs for 
the res>t of the year. Receipts dur- 
ing the n'art month or two will be 
closely watched as furnishing an in- 
dex of what the year's total will be. 
The state distributes among the 
counties one-fourth of all gas tax 
money taken in.

Today 
they held a field of spectators 
breathless for half an hour wheel- 
ing, diving, and rolling and closed 
with a two-plane fight demonstra- 
tion between Lieuts. I. A. Woodring 
and George Price. 
Woodring is the last of the 


famous "Three Musketeers" acro- 
batic formation, and last year won 
the distinguished flying cross for a 
race from Vancouver, B. C., to New 
York, flying the Japanese copy of 
the London naval treaty. 
He and Price speiit twenty min- 
utes "dog fighting" and killed each 
other several times in mimicry.

WITH WILBUR ON 
BUDGET SAVINGS 


Little Hope of Any Large 


Slash in Interior 
Department Funds. 


President Told Expendi- 


tures Have Already 


Been Cut to Bone. 


PRESIDENTIAL CAMP, Rapi- 


dan,.Va.. May 16—(INS)—President 
Hoover, seeking avenues for further 
retrenchment in federal expendi- 
tures, found today he could not 
hope for any considerable savings 
In the department of the interior. 


He was so advised by Secretary of 


the Interior Wilbur and the lat- 
ter's principal subordinates this aft- 
ernoon at his mountain camp on 
the Rapidan river. 
In fact the next budget of the 
department is tentatively set at 
about $85,000,000 — $10,000,000 more 
than that for the current year. 
Redactions Possible. 
The president was told, however, 
that certaign readjustments and 
deferment of some projects that 
ultimately will have to be done, will 
reduce the expenditures between 
four and'five million dollars in the 
next budget; between six and seven 
million In the next fiscal year, be- 
tween seven and eight million in 
the next and third fiscal year from 
this date. 
The president stated with em- 
phasis that, the lopmg off of the 
four or five million dollars and the 
contemplated savings in the next 
three years would not interfere with 
the public building program. 


Increase,In Public Works. 


The nature of the readjustments 
in the department and the identity 
of the federal projects that will be 
held in abeyance were withheld to 
be announced later by Wilbur or 
Mr. Hoover after they return to 
Washington. 
An increase in public works, in- 


cluding the start of construction at 
Boulder dam and an 'expansion of 
the activities of the Indian bureau 
have increased the current budget 
of the department about $15,000,000 
over that of last year, and Mr. 
Hoover was told the department's 
expenditures already have been cut 
to the bone to offset this boost as 
far as possible. 
The president personally was re- 
sponsible for both the public works 
program" and the broadening of the 
work of the Indian bureau, and 
neither item is expected to be 
touched. " 


Fear Billion Dollar Deficit 


The president brought the in- 
terior officials here just as he did 
those of the war department a week 
ago in an effort to find ways of 
meeting the anticipated billion dol- 
lar deficit the administration is fac- 
ing. Whereas Secretary of War 
Hurley and his aides thought they 
could see .their way clear to further 
economies, however, today's group 
was not so sanguine, and thus in- 
formed Mr. Hoover. Because he was 
anxious to acquaint himself with all 
the problems confronting the de- 
partment the president canvassed 
the /sntira situation, bureau by 
bureau. 
Mr. Hoover reached camp ahead 


of his guests shortly before noon 
after a leisurely drive from Wash- 
ington. 
Because the conference 
could not start immediately he went 
fishing.

Nautilus to Succeed Unless New 


Devices Fail Says Lincoln Man 
Just Returned to Submarine Duty 


Carl Bender went back to sub- 


marine duty in the United States 
nayy Saturday after visiting mends 
and relatives in Lincoln for the 
first, time in eight and a half years. 


He is now stationed on the R-12 
at New London, Conn., teaching 
novices the art of diving- beneath 
the seas. 
A graduate of Bancroft grade 


school and of Lincoln high school 
in 1922, Bender joined the service 
in October that year and shipped 
at once to the west coast. After pre- 
liminary training he boarded a "pig 
boat" and cruised to the Hawaiian 
islands. Most of his time since then 
has been spent at Pearl Harbor, 
T. H. There he went in for sports, 
stroked boat crews to victory, and 
worked up from clerk to quarter- 
master, first class. He is in charge 
of steering and signaling aboard 
the submarine. 
Last December his flotilla started 


back to the states. Many of the 
boats were decommissioned as ob- 
solete but not his. 
Then for the first time since his 
enlistment he had a chance to 
come home. He drove here and is 
now motoring to the east coast, 
visiting relatives en route. 
At New London again he may see 
Sir Hubert Wilkins off to the North 


Pole, aboard the Nautilus. This sub- 
marine, nn old ' navy craft rebuilt 
and especially fitted for the polad 
dash, has been undergoing tests on 
the Thames river during Bender's 
absence. 


"It 
will succeed all right if 


nothing goes wrong,'1 said Bender. 
"The trouble is it has so many new 
devices aboard. Should 
any 
of 
them fail to work, it will be just 
too bad." 


The Nautilus, although 20 feet 
shorter than Bender's boat, will 
carry several more men, along with 
its extra gear. 


The additional men, he pointed 


out. will mean additional warmth. 
Extra oxygen tanks and quantities 
of soda lime will enable CTiem to 
live for 80 hours submerged, where- • 
as the crew of the R-12 can stay 
down in their larger craft only 70 
hours. 


Bender is glad to go back to the 
submarines. It means hours spent 
in cramped quarters, and in pent 
up air laden with storage battery 
fumes. But also it means more pay 
than in other branches of the serv- 
ice. And the danger, he asserted, 
is not much greater than aboard a, 
destroyer.

University's Right 


To Expel Students

stated Saturday night. "We don't 
think anybody but the regents can 
expell students, but that the admin- 
istration can suspend students." 


He pointed out that faculty rules 


provide for suspension of students 
failing in over half of their work, 
automatically. 
When a student's 


scholastic failure covers a consider- 
able part of his work, but less than 
half, he said, the matter is handled 
by the scholarship committee and 
deans. 
As long as such students 


make reasonable crogress, the chan- 
cellor said, they are given every en- 
couragement. 
Never Tested in Court. 


"I don't think there is any ques- 
tion but that we can suspend stu- 
dents for failing to meet our 
standards," he declared, "although 
of course a student could go into 
the courts and try to mandamus us 
for readmission. We have never had 
such a case." 
Such an action was brought in 


Ohio in behalf of a girl who had 
been dismissed from Miami univer- 
sity, a state supported institution, 
for failure to meet its scholastic 
qualifications. Her father in bring- 
ing the action contended that the 
university could not dismiss any 
student who had paid entrance fees 
regardless of the pupil's scholastic 
standing. The trial court sustained 
his objections to his daughter's dis- 
missal. 
' 
Earl Ciine, member of the univer- 


sity board of regents and a local 
attorney, declined Saturday night to 
discuss the case. "I had not noticed 
the case and without an opportunity 
to study it," he said. "I would not 
care to discuss it. It raised an un- 
usual question.''

Mrs. Alline Keck Wins 


.Verdict of Acquittal 


At Olathe. 


'Jurors Moved to Tears 


By Plea Made By 


I 
Her Attorney. 


OLATHE, Kas, May 16— (TTP)— 


Deliberating little more than an 
hour, a jury in District court here 
today found Mrs. Alline Keck, 22- 
year-old widow by her own act, not 
guilty of the murder of her hus- 
band, Allen Keck. Keck was slain 
last January, after a quarrel with 
his wife, which was climaxed when 
she seized a revolver and it was dis- 
charged, killing him. 
The case went to the j'ury shortly 


before noon, but deliberation was 
not begun immediately. Judge G. A, 
Roberts ordering the jury taken to 
lunch first. The jury began delibera- 
tion about 1:30 p. m. and a Verdict 
was returned an hour and 15 min- 
utes later, after only two ballots 
had been taken. The first vote was 
10 to 2 for acquittal, it was said. 
Mrs, Keck, who had showed no 


emotion during the entire course of 
her trial for the slaying of her hus- 
band, who was 17 years her senior, 
wept when the verdict was read. 
"I am so happy." she exclaimed. 
"Yet, I feel so sad about the whole 
thing." 
Later she walked to the jury box 
and personally thanked each juror. 
She said she expected to rest for 
several days at the home of a sister 
in Merriam. Kas. 


Jurors in Tears. 
The verdict was indicated in the 
course of closing arguments when 
several jurors wept as Howard 
Fayne. defence attorney, made his 
plea for the freedom of his client. 
He referred to his client as a "fool— 
F- big fool." for living with a man 
•ft ho was cruel and brutal to her, as 
long as she had. and quoted exten- 
sively from the testimony of defense 
witnesses, who had told of instances 
in which Keck beat his wife. 
The entire case of the defense 
rested upon such testimony, and 
Mrs. Keck did not take the stand 
herself. 


Clayton Brenner, county attornev. 
who in the course of the trial devi- 
ated from usual practices to take 
the stand himself, ridiculed the tes- 
timony of defense, asserting that 
DO single witness had testified to 
anything that would justify Mrs. 
Keck in shooting her husband. He 
also asserted that none of the al- 
leged beatings, according to the wit- 
nesses, had occurred within three 
months before Keck •was shot. 
Mrs. Keck is the third woman in 
or near Kansas City to be acquitted 
in the killing of her husband within 
a few ironths. Others were Mrs. 
Mvrtte Bennett, accused as the 
slayer of her hasoand after a bridge 
quarrel, and Mrs. Harry Mosby. who 
was freed when she contended her 
assband -was accidentally shot.

AXTELL OPPOSED 


TO CONFERENCE 


Tells Metcalfe He Can 


See Nothing To Be 


Gained By It.

FATRBURY, Neb., May 16—State 


Senator J. A. Axtell has sent to 
Lieut. Gov. Metcalfe a letter in re- 
ply to the cne received suggesting 
a conference of legislators with Gov- 
ernor Bryan in an effort to reach a 
compromise on the general approp- 
riation bill. In his answer Axtell 
says he -thinks it would be better to 
wait until the special session and 
then for all factions to get together 
and get out a budget that is fair to 
an. The letter follows: 
"I noted with Interest your pro- 
posal cf a conference with the gov- 
ernor and the members of both the 
branches of the legislature whom 
you suggested should be the mem- 
bers of such conference. You cer- 
tainly have not forgotten the pos- 
ition most of these members took 
in the regular session against a con- 
ference with the governor on the 
budget bill 
"Senator Cooper was the first to 


make a motion that a joint com- 
mittee be appointed by the senate 
and the house to confer with the 
governor for the purpose of agree- 
ing upon a budget. While we were 
in the midst of a discussion on this 
subject, a motion was made to ad- 
journ and declared carried. Later, 
Senator Wherry offered a specific 
amendment cutting 
the 
budget 


$742,000, which I believe would have 
been agreed to, but his motion was 
declared out of order by you. Later, 
Senator WhSrry again made a mo- 
tion that a committee be appointed 
to confer with the governor in re- 
gard to getting together on the bud- 
get, and this motion was also voted 
down. 
"If as much had been put fcrth 
in the regular session to get a com- 
promise on the budget as there was 
on studying every known rule of 
procedure to prevent a compromise, 
I think there would have been no 
need cf an extra session. 
"I cannot believe that now the 
getting together of members of both 
branches of the legislature 
•Rho 


blocked every effort to compromise 
in the regular session would be of 
avail. I think it would be better to 
wait until we meet in special ses- 
sion, and let all factions get to- 
gether, lay all politics aside, disre- 
gard selfish interests, study 
care- 


fully the needs of the institutions 
and the activities of the state, con- 
sider the ability of the public to pay 
and take into consideration the fact 
that the necessities of these insti- 
tutions have been reduced in price 
from twenty-five to fifty per cent; 
then get out a budget that is fair 
to all concerned. 
"This is nothing but a business 
proposition and let us get at it in a 
business way."

Harmon Instructed To 


Find Cases Worthy 


Of Hearing. 


Governor Bryan's ideas relative to 


the 
employment 
of lawyers by 


prisoners seeking clemency at the 
hands of the state pardon board, of 
which he is chairman, are recorded 
in the stenograpnic report 01 His 
remarks at tne meeting 01 that 
boay held last Wednesday in. the 
penitentiary chapel. 
The governors objection to at- 


torneys appearing Deiore tne board 
was Daseo. principally upon the dis- 
closure in several cases previously 
heard by the board that prison in- 
mates had been led to oelieve it 
was necessary lor them to have 
legal counsel in order to get their 
applications considered, loilowmg 
is what Mr. Bryan said, as shown 
by the stenographic minutes ot the 
proceedings: 
"I want to supplement my state- 


ment of yesteraay by saying that 
no one has a higher regard lor the 
legal profession than I. My father 
was a judge ot the circuit court for 
twelve years; my only brother was an 
attorney; my only son is an at- 
torney, I was raised on the bench; 
no one has a higner regard lor the 
legal profession than 1; but I don't 
feel that this board has been treated 
lairly or the state treated lairiy by 
attorneys who come to these insti- 
tutions and work tnese young men 
for fees and then make them be- 
lieve that the only way to get up 
before this board, or to get out, is 
to hire a lawyer. 


Evidence Not Reviewed. 


"This board, in-my judgment, was 


not intended to be a court for the 
practice of lawyers. This board is a 
constitutional board of three offi- 
cials who are elected by the people, 
to pass on those cases as to the 
granting of clemency; this is not a 
court to go into the evidence, that 
has already been passed on. 
It 
isn't often that the services of a 
lawyer are required. We have these 
cases presented in brief form; we 
have the facts before us and for 
that reason, it doesn't require a 
lawyer. 
"The young man and young wom- 


en in these penal institutions who 
ha.ve no attorney to represent them 
stand just as good a chace before 
this board as the ones represented 
by attorneys to whom they are pay- 
ing a fee. If they are entitled to 
clemency, their chances are just as 
good without an attorney; the fact 
that they may have one, doesn't 
help them one iota. 
"Yesterday we found It neces- 
sary to 
object 
to a man being 


brought up for parole and we took 
his name off the docket because an 
attorney had got him to sign a con- 
tract to pay $500 if he got him out 
and to pay $200 if he got him be- 
fore the board. His name was ord- 
ered off the docket in order to break 
that contract. It is a reflection on 
state officials for an attorney to 
contract that for & cerain fee he 
can get them released or get them 
before this board. 


Should Appear As Friend. 


"I believe if an attorney wants to 


come before this board he should 
come as a friend, the same as other 
friends, and they are all welcome, 
but I don't feel that it is fair lor 
an attorney to come before this 
board picturing a man as a hero, 
for a fee, when probably that man 
should be serving a lot more time. 
This isn't the place for that, in my 
judgment. As far as I am. con- 
cerned, I am not going to recognize 
a boy who is represented by an at- 
torney as having any more rights, 
or any more advantages or any 
more chance of being paroled, than 
those boys who have no attorney and 
where we do' the questioning our- 
selves. 


"We are here to accept the sen- 


tences of the courts in these cases 
and to accept the evidence; we are 
dealing with these cases only as to 
whether they may be entitled to 
clemency, by their conduct alter 
coming here and the length of time 
they may have served; something 
that doesn't require the services of 
an attorney at all. That's based on 
the boy's own conduct. I hadn't 
intended to elaborate on this, but I 
trunk it is just as well that the isen 
in these institutions 
understand 
that their chances of coming before 
tms board or getting out aren't any 
better by having an attorney, than 
those who have none. We want 
them to feel that they all will b.! 
given a- square deal; we are here 
to represent them." 


Governor Bryan amplified the 


foregoing remarks Saturday by this 
statement' 


"Mr. Harmon, state parole officer, 


has instructions to comb these in- 
stitutions and find the cases that 
are worlny to come up for hearing, 
according to their conduct while in 
here and according to the length of 
time they may have served. Any 
time he lets them come up here be- 
cause of an attorney. I certainly 
would be in lavor of removing him."

day afternoon 
by Frank Eager, 


president of the association. 


Formation of the association was 


completed at a meeting in Hastings 
earlier in the week at which time 
Mr. Eager was made president. It is 
planned to stimulate development of 
Nebraska industry and agriculture. 


Negotiations are well under way, 


Mr. Eager said, for the selection of a 
man well-known throughout Ne- 
braska to take active charge of the 
Lincoln office. 
Work of the president and field 


men of the progress association will 
center around the headquarters of- 
fiic eas soon as it is opened. Mr. 
Eager stated. 
The headquarters will be opened 
in offices in the Liberty theater 
building sometime during the com_ 
ing week, according to Mr. Eager. 


Declares Purpose. 


Purpose of the association is tak- 


ing shape Mr. Eager indicated with 
a flood of letters from all sections 
of the state indicating widespread 
sympathy with the movement. 


"We want to encourage industrial 


and agricultural opportunity in Ne- 
braska," Mr. Eager declared Satur- 
day"Nebraska has been almost en- 
tirely an agricultural state. It should 
now go through a period of indus_ 
tnal development similar to that 
through which Ohio, Indiana and 
other middlewestern states have 
passed. 
"Judging from the past, the ag- 


ricultural states have to go through 
a period of from 60 to 75 years of 
purely 
agriculture 1 development. 


They then begin to develop indus- 
try around their agriculture. That is 
what Nebraska must do now and 
what this association hopes to aid. 


"We don't intend it to be a tail 


to anybody's kite. Its purpose is to 
stimulate Nebraska to develop the 
agricultural industries which it can 
economincally develp,and t encour- 
age aggressive young men to come 
to the state as a state in which to 
make a good living." 


Urges Industry. 


In some respects, Mr. Eager said, 


the purpose of the Nebraska Pro- 
gress association is similar to that 
fo that of the Colorado association, 
an organization to advertise and 
publicize the mountain state. He be_ 
heves, however, that where the pur- 
pose of the Colorado group is to 
seek to induce people to go to that 
state for a vacation, the puhpos of 
the Nebraska Progress association is 
to induce people to come to Ne- 
braska to Uv, ase a place to make a 
living. 
Development of agricultural Indus- 
try which Mr. Eager believes is the 
next logical stage in the state's de- 
velopment, is made doubly import_ 
ant, he said Saturday, because of 
he low prices of wheat, corn and 
"her agricultural commodities. 
Nebraska agriculture, 
he 
feels, 


must send its products to market in 
L more highly processed condition 
nan in the past. Corn, he says, 
must more and more go to market 
n the form of fattened beef and 
pork, wheat as flour and other pro- 
cessed products. 


Ag College to Assist. 


Likewise, he feels that the state 
neds to conduct intelligent surveys 
o encourage development of spe- 
cialized crops in communities where 
they will grow best. This will re- 
quire co-operation, he says .both in 
getting farmers to agree to grow 
specified acreages and of the same 
variety of the special crops, and in 
erecting canneries or other 
food 


processing factories. 
The college of agriculture has ex- 


pressed willingness, he said Satur- 
day, to assist in making surveys 
which provide information as to 
where certain crops may best be 
frown." 


"The state's industry,"' declared 
Mr. Eager, "must be built around 
agriculture. Unless we can produce 
food profitably, we can't do any- 
thing."

New Comprehensive Nebraska History 


By A. E. Sheldon Appears This Summer 


Nebraska of an ages and an pe- 


riods, with all the phenomena, of its 
growth, pictured so as to inteeTSt 
the entire state and historically ac- 
curate for the benefit of future gen- 
erations—that is the objective of a 
new history of Nebraska, the narra- 
tive of which is by Addison E. Shel- 
don, secretary of the Nebraska State 
Historical society. 


The history, * three-volume al- 
fair. with one "volume a cOTsprehen- 
jdve narrative by Mr. Sheldon, is 
scheduled to appear this summer. 
It will be the third comprehensive 
effort to write a history of Nebraska 
and the first to make any attempt 
to cover the state's development 
since the torn of the century- 
Two important achievements are 
expected to be realized in the new 
history by Mr. Sheldon. With the 
background of the other histories, 
new material uncovered since an-d 
his close familiarity with the rec- 
ords of the Historical society, he ex- 
pects to correct criers made In pre- 
vious histories in recording the 
earlv life of tbe state. The other 
achievement, he anticipates. wiB be 
the wriUnj: of the story of the 
quarter-century which represents 
Nebraska's most significant growth 
and development 
The prospectus of the new history 
indicates that its scope is more ex- 
tensive than in any of the previous 


attempts to record the basic facts 
for an understanding of Nebraska. 


Begin* With Prehistoric Age. 
It does not begin with the early 
pioneering flays, the first explorers 
and setters. Instead, it deals f tost 
with the Nebraska of the period be- 
fore the ice age. Records in Ne- 
braska of the ice age and evidences 
of man in Nebraska before its dis- 
covery by the white man, burial 
niounsSs, buried 
houses, picture 
wnong, implements and skeletons 
which help the historian to piece 
together this prehistoric period are 
discussed. 
Then the narrative moves into the 


life of the Indians, the nrst com- 
ing of the whites, the fur traders. 
forts, 
missionaries, the 
Oregon 
trail and the great plains migra- 
tions into the early frontier wars. 


From there it begins to take up 
the threads of Nebraska's develop- 
ment, treating the great 
issues which affected Nebraskas 
early straggles for a place on the 
map. renewing the first white set- 
tlements and then moving grandly 
into the steady development fjorn 
a barren prairi? of. civilized societr 
in a great commonwealth. 
Territorial Period- 
There is the territorial period with 


3ts wiW uncertainty. There Is the 
period of early statehood from JS57 
to 1890 which saw the rash for free 
Jand, spreading o! settiemenw, real 


estate booms, the struggle lor rail- 
road control and the rising influ- 
ence of schools and churches. 


j There is the political and social 
! revolution that transpired in the 
next twentv years, with great 
changes taking place In Nebraska 
as it began to emerge from the dis- 
astrous drouth, financial panic and 
crop failures of 1890 to 1894. Finally 
the history deals with tbe new Ne- 
braska era from 1910 to 1925 which 
saw amazing changes in agriculture 
as well as in industrial life, which 
saw Nebraskans find'ng thev had 
built a society where leisure was 
possible and the development of 
new avenues of interest, culminat- 
ing after the World war Jn the 
plans for the new state capitol. 
signifying the development of the 
state and its idealism of purpose. 
The Sheldon narrative will close 
with a summary of sixty years of 
changes in Nebraska life. This sec- 
tion will include a discussion Of 
game and wild life, agriculture. 
stock raising, manufacturing, trans- 
portation, banking and 
finance,

Webb Rice Writes Bryan 


Objecting to Situation 


Near Neligh. 


Because of alleged injury to the 


cattle herd of Sam Rice, a farmer 
living near Neligh, from the inocu- 
lation of the animals during bovine 
tuberculosis tests, Governor Bryan 
is making an investigation and may 
order veterinarians working for the 
state animal industry bureau to re- 
frain, from further testing of that 
herd. 
This is one of a number of com- 
plaints which have reached the gov- 
ernor from counties in norther •> 
Nebraska, piotestmg against the 
acts of veterinarians employed by 
the state. He has already directed 
the discontinuance of their activi- 
ties in Wayne and Cedar counties. 


In the case at Neligh. it is re- 
ported that five animals condemned 
as tubercular were shipped to mar- 
ket at Omaha and slaughtered there 
but no lesions were found in the 
carcasses, which were passed by the 
U. S government inspectors an* 
sold for food, though the owner re- 
ceived only a fraction, of their beef 
value 


Seven other cattle in the herd 
are declared to have 
developed 


swollen glands in the neck and near 
the throat, since they were sub- 
jected to the tuberculin test. The 
owner believes this is a direct re- 
sult of their being inoculated. 
Webb Rice Is Complainant. 


Attorney Webb Rice of Norfolk, a 


member of the state game and park 
board, lodged the complaint with 
the governor. 
The owner of the 
cattle is his brother. Mr Rice says 
in his lettei to the governor: 


•My Brother, Sam S Rice, lues on a 
farm near Neligh On the tw=nty-sixth day 
of January a veterinarian by the name of 
H. J. Buehler, working as a state employe 
testing cattle for bovine tuberculosis, inoc- 
ulated forty-nine head or cattle at my 
brother's farm These cattle nere all high- 
srade shorthorn Durhams and the hsrd 
had always been kept in a thrifty con- 
dition. 
"Five of the top heifers and the best 
steer were declared by Buehler to be re- 
actors and wre condemned These cattle 
were shipped to Omaha and tne returns 
from th:m showed that there were no 
•visible lesions- The carcasses were all 
used for food purposes at the packing 
houses, the same as any cattle regularlj 
shipped there. 
"The steer was appraised at $70 at the 


farm, but netted my brother but $26, hav- 
ing been sold on the Omaha market for 
$30 60 One heifer, appraised at $85. sold 
for $43. Two others, appraised at $90. 
brought $26 The amounts due from the 
state and the federal government as m- 
demnitir have never been paid Last fall 
my brother refused J65 a head for the 
steers, out of which the largest one was 
condemned and sold as above stated. 
"Since the innoculation of this here 
seven head have shown a swelling of the 
glands around the throat and neck Some 
of these have swelled up double the size 
of a man's fist. la one case the swelling 
has bursted and is running pus 


Thinks Infected by Treatment. 


"He entertains no doubt that this con- 
dition was brought on by the innoculation 
ol these cattle, as the herd had never had 
any -visible disease of any kind and had 
been kept in a very healthy condition. 
He has learned, moreover, that the •vet- 
erinarian who did the work was shortly 
thereafter discharged for some sort of 
illegal practice which he understood was 
the 'loading of the serum' used so as to 
Cause healthy animals to react or show 
symptoms of reaction. 


"One 
cannot" observe the manner in 


•which this testing is being carried out 
without being impressed with the defense- 
less position in which th3 fanner is placed 
and subjected to possible anrj probable 
collusion between the man making these 
tests and the concerns, who ar= able to 
buy condemned cattle at a fraction of 
their real value and at the same time dis- 
pose of the carcasses at the same price 
they can those of uncondemncd animals. 
"I call this matter to your attention at 
this time particularly because other vet- 
erinarians ars now demanding to again 
innocul»te these cattle. They profess to 
lie unable to give any reason for the de- 
velopment of the swellings on the cattle 
that were innoculated. They have been 
refused permission to make any further 
innoculations until this matter was callid 
to your attention 
"I am entirely convinced that a grave 
wrong has been done bv the state's agents 
in this case and that the matter ought to 
be fully and impartially Investigated, and

Dr. Victor Levine Cites 
Major Accomplishments 


Of Aged Men. 


According to Dr. Victor E. Levine, 


Omaha, president of the Nebraska 
Academy of Sciences, who 
ad- 
dressed more than fifty members 
and guests of the local American 
Inter-Professional institute Satur- 
day evening at the Lincoln hotel, 
the world holds the wrong con- 
ception of youth. 
"We do not have the right ideas 


concerning youth today." Dr. Le- 
vine declared.

We must 
remember than the really big things 
in life are being accomplished by 
men of forty, fifty and sixty years 
of age. The mature man usually 
gives up too early in life." 
The doctor cited examples of 
several prominent men who have 
become famous during the latter 
years of their lives as proof for his 
statements. The speaker also point- 
ed out various changes brought 
about by new ideas of a true edu- 
cation. 
The educational system of the 


past developed the mind alone. To- 
day we realize that the physical, 
crnotiona. social, intellectual and 
spiritual side of a student's life de- 
serves attention as well as the 
mental. We have begun to realize 
that the human beinu is the fun- 
damental unit of society and that 
by strengthening the person, we 
srensihen society," Dr. J«vinc con- 
cluded.

Soldiers All Wars 


Ceremonies to Take Place at Bun- 


Oak, Kas^ With Governor 


and Other Speakers. 
(Special to The Star) 


BDRJR OAK, Kas., May 16—Gov- 


ernor Harry Woodiing and other 
speakers have been invited to speak 
at the dedication and. unvailing of 
the soldiers' memorial of all Amer- 
ican wars at Burr Oak, to be held 
on Sunday, May 31. 


The purchasing committee rep- 
resented the Burr Oak American 
Legion, its auxiliary, the Women's 
Rplief corps, the commercial club 
s.nd Burr Oak township, and co- 
operated in making the purchase of 
the monument, at the cost of about 
i-300. 
The monument will stand about 


11 feet high, over all, and consists 
of a polished shaft of granite, sur- 
mounted by a large bronze eagle. 
On the shaft are two bronze plates, 
dedicating the monument to the 
memory of the illustrous dead and 
the heroic living veterans of all 
American wars, together with the 
dataa of its erection. 


The shaft sits on a base of the 


same granite, with 
polished, top. 


The ground plan is 4 by 9 feet, 
with a series of three steps leading 
up to the shaft. Inside the monu- 
rrenc is to be placed a bronze 
box !n which will be placed a roll 
containing the names of all sub- 
scribers to the memorial fund. The 
memorial was built according to 
an original design from ideas sug- 
gested by A. A. Baldwin and drawn 
and alrbrushed by Merle Thorn- 
burg, an employe formerly of Burr 
Oak.

That Economic Agree- 
ment Be Abandoned. 


Curtius Says Union Only 


Method to Alleviate 


European Crisis. 


GENEVA, May 16—(INS)—The 


long anticipated "battle of Ansch- 
luss," upon the outcome of which 
depends whether French or Ger- 
man ideas will prevail in Europe's 
efforts to overcome the present 
economic depression, opened here 
today before the commission for the 
federation of Europe. 


Ostensibly, the proposed Austro- 


German customs union was the 
crux of the struggle, the chief op- 
ponents in which were Foreign 
Minister Aristide Briand of France 
and Foreign Minister Julius Curtius 
of Germany. In the background, 
however, was the spectre of Ansch- 
luss, or the political as well as eco- 
nomic fusion of the Austrian and 
German states and the fruition of 
Germany's hopes for a "mittel 
Europe" bloc. 
Briand Opposes Union. 


Briand flatly declared that the 


proposed customs union would bring 
only "trouble for the peoples," and 
urged that it be abandoned. 


Curtius declared that a customs 


"agreemen t between Austria and 
Germany is the only method of al- 
leviating the crisis in middle Eu- 
rope, since Germany's export busi- 
ness is ruined" 
He said Germany "is ready to en- 
ter into an unilateral or plurilateral 
customs accord with any country 
or groups of countries," adding that 
"all Europe should be divided into 
small economic regions in order to 
correct productive conditions which 
have resulted from 13,000 miles of 
new frontiers and thirteen new cur- 
rencies." 
Supported by Austrian. 


Curtius was ably. supported by 


Johann Schobert, vice chancellor 
and foreign minister of Austria^ 
who asserted Austria's determina- 
tion to form an< ''economic union 
with Germany and is ready to 
negotiate with other countries on 
the same basis." 


He warned, however, that "the 


present misery of 400,000 unem- 
ployed in Austria and the enormous 
excess of imports over exports in 
Austria does not allow of delay." 


The clash between Briand and 


Curtis was the feature of the day.

Modernization Creates 


More Pleasant Home Life 


Keeps 
ChildrenOffoftheStreet 


Th home modernizing movement* 


pays big dividends to the father 
and mother of a growing family as 
the welfare of the children is bene- 
fited by the improvement in the 
home. 


The average person when discuss- 


ing the benefits of modernizing the 
dwelling rarely consider the matter 
from this angle. That the children 
are benefitted 
Ls accepted in a 


casual way. But what the influence 
of the remodeled house may have 
a. 
tremendous 
effect 
on their 


thoughts and lives is often over- 
looked. 


Home Becomes Desirable. 


The modernized home is usually 


an attractive one. The pleasing ex- 
terior lines of the dwelling, the con- 
venience of the interior and the 
comfortable, homey spirit that pre- 
vails go deep into the lives of the 
occupants. It draws the children 
closer to the hearthstone and makes 
them feel that home is a desirable 
place to be. 


One of the problems of the par- 


ents is to keep the children off the 
street. Not only is there danger to 
life and limb in these days of fast 
and reckless driving of pleasure 
cars and delivery trucks, but it is on 
the streets that the growing child is 
thrown in contact with undesirable 
playmates. With susceptible and 
sensitive mind, the child picks up 
and makes for its own unpleasant 
expressions and distorted ideas. The 
cruder things of life are always 
learned away from home.

Steel Casement 


Windows Washed 


From Within 


The average housewife has a 


dread of washing windows, due to 
a fear of falling when perched on 
the outer window sill. 


The installation, of steel casement 


windows in the modernized home 
makes window washing safe because 
both sides of the window can be 
washed from within the room. 


' Hinges Are Extended. 


The hinges on ftie casement win- 


dow are of the extended type. When 
the ventilator of the window is 
swung outward a space of at least 
four inches is left between the 
frame and the casement ventilator. 
Through ths space the arm -nay be 
thrust when the window is open 
for washing. The average ventila- 
tor is twenty inches wide and its 
far edge may be easily reached. 
Many housewives believe that the 
smaller panes of the casement arc 
actually easier to clean than the 
large ones of the ordinary window. 
The small units of area really aid 
the- window washer by concentrating 
efforts on a- small snace. 
The fixed lights over the out- 
swinging casements can be easily 
washed from the inside of the room 
as there are rarely more than one 
row of lights above the transom bar. 
Thousands of homes are now 


equipped with steel casement win- 
dows and the judgment of all own- 
ers of casemented houses is that 
window washing is no longer an 
unpleasant job but one of the minor 
tasts of the household. 


Cedar Lined Closets 


Will Drive Out Moths 


Many housewives when remodel- 


ing the home insist that the clothes 
closets be lined with cedar. 


The fragrant odor of cedar is 


distatesful to moths and they will 
not seek shelter in closets which are 
lined with this wood. 
Many c'othes closets are finished 


off in the conventional white plas- 
ter which, while looking sanitary 
and neat, has no real -value as a 
safeguard against the destruction of 
clothes. 
Mothes, seeking a dark 
spot where they can lay eggs, are 
not repelled by the ordinary closet. 
In fact it is an Inviting spot. 


The cost of lining the closet with 
cedar is not excessive. In truth, it 
is a positive preventative against 
the destruction of clothes and the 
cost of the work should be re- 
garded as insurance. A few dollars 


for lumber and the time of a car- 
penter is the only cash outlay. Yet 
hundreds of dollars worth of-clothes 
may be saved as the result of this 
expenditure. 
Slosets that, are not cedar lined 
may be made moth-proof by- means 
of sprays. This method, however, 
-is not enduring and is at the most 
a makeshift. 


A vacuum, cleaner organization 
has recently perfected an attach- 
ment which blows a chemical into 
the air of the closet. This attach- 
ment is fastened to the body of the 
machine, then the cleaner is placed 
in the closet and the current turned 
on. 
At the end of five or ten 
minutes the closet has been moth- 
proofed. The chemical used has a 
balsam-like odor and is in no way 
obnoxious. It does the work, but 
like the spray is not intended to be 
a permanent moth-preventative.

team three times is a high honor 
but "Spike" perhaps is best known 
to sports page readers as the coach 
of the United States Naval Academy 
team since the season of 1920. For 
in that time only once has his team 
lost a dual meet—that to Spracuse 
the past -winter. 


None to Equal His Record. 


No othre coach has such a record,

and became a boxing instructor 


•with the A. E. F. So outstanding was 
his work that he was made coach of 
the American team in the inter-al- 
lied games and his team won the 
championship. Gene Tunney and 
Bob Martin were members of the 
team. 


He also served for a short time as 
boxing coach at Camp McClelland. 
Soon after the war was ended, 
"Spike" was placed in charge of 
boxing at Navy and there he has 
been ever since, turning out the 
greatest teams year after year in the 
college division of the game.

Bids for Stadium 


WASHINGTON, D. C., stands 
alone among the great nations' cap- 
itals in the matter of sports pres- 
tige. It does not lead—it trails. 


London, 
Berlin, Paris, 
Tokio, 
Buenos Aires and many others are 
the leading sports centers of their 
countries. 
In America, the capital city is 
overshadowed .in sports 
by New 
York, Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Los Angeles and several other cities. 
One reason for this, it has been 
pointed out frequently, is the lack 
of a stadium in Washington. 
For several years a campaign for 
a stadium has been waged. It may 
be many years mor<* before one is 
constructed. But ri^ht now the 
campaign is particularly vigorous, 
for Washington needs a stadium in 
which to stage its' big sports fair 
next year as a part of the George 
Washington bicentennial. 


Uncle Sam Urged to Act. 
The government has been urged 
time and again o build a stadium 
in Washington and, while some en- 
couragement has been, met, the 
government moves slowly in the 
matter of District of Columbia im- 
provements. 
The municipality may build the 
stadium iself, but it is doubtful if 
this can be managed in time for 
next year's sports. 
The only immediate hope is seen 
in "selling"' the idea to some man 
of wealth like Henry Ford. 
Besides the need of a stadium for 
next year, Washington could use 
such a plant year in and year out 
for national football games, track 
and field and other championship 
affairs. 
The Navy would like to 
play in Washington, but goes to 
nearby Baltimore, where a muni- 
cipal 
stadium, seating 
80,000 is 
available.

The symptoms of chronic asthma 


are variable in the different cases. 
The symptoms of the ordinary 
chronic case are included in the 
definition, but in that form known 
as spasmodic asthma the symptoms 
sre more distinctive and similar in 
all cases.

Golden and Ruby-Crowned Kinglets To Be Colored Next 


TheKINQLETS 


By Miss Carrie Jacobs 


Of all the birds seen around here 
three kinds are spoken of as being 
kings. You know what the word 
king meens so will have no trouble 
in knowing what kingfisher and 
kingbird might mean. Besides these 
there are tiny little birds called 
kinglets. That means little kings 
and they are indeed little, coming 
next in size to the humming bird. 
It is just possible that the winter 
wren, because of its short tail, will 
have to be given a place between 
these two. 


What do you suppose they would 
have named these little birds if they 
had not worn crowns and deserved 
the name kinglet? They"' look so 
much like the little greenish warb- 
lers that we see so often among the 
branches of the trees during the 
spring and fall when then- journey 
to and from their summer homes 
brings them to us for a few days. 
There are two kinglets very much 
alike, the golden-crowned and the 
ruby-crowned. T.he first has a 
bright reddish-orange crown that is 
bordered with yellow and black. 
The mother bird has just the yellow 
and none of the orange feathers in 
her crown. 


The other, the 
ruby-crowned 
kinglet, has a bright red crown, but 
it is not so e asily seen. The mother 
bird has no crown and the young 
ones only after two years. 
Both kinglets are olive green, but 
the ruby-crowned is more grayish. 
The underparts are a grayish white. 
This one has no black stripes on its 
head about the crown, and this is 
one thing that helps to tell which is 
which. 


They are Nortii American birds. 
They go to the northern parts or to 
toe mountains to build their nests 
and then spend the rest of the year 
farther south. Some of the golden 
crowned kinglets stay faene all win- 
ter, but more are sesn during spring 
and fall when they are migrating. 


All the ruby-owmed kinglets go 
farther south and are only seen as 
they pass by our doors. That means 
tbat we never see their nests about 
here. Those who hare" seen them 
say they are a banging nest made 
of green mosses and lined with 
strips of the inner bark of weeds, 
fine black rootlets and feathers 
They are very neatly woven and

it, and keeping up a low whispering 
all th* time. 


These soft little notes that sound 


like "zee, zee. zee," must be learned, 
and you will find the birds many 
more times than you would if you 
did not know the notes. If you do 
not already know these birds it will 
be a red letter dav to you when you 
learn to know them, by not know- 
Ing them you may not know what 
you miss but,you miss it just the 
same, knowing or not knowing just 
as with any other good thing. 


Some one calls them "a dancing 


dot of featpers." Several of the 
ruby-crowned kinglets were seen 
among trees and bushes. Some 
would fly to the foot of a large oak 
tree and climb up by jerks. As they 
did this and picked up insect food, 
they would show the bright red 
crowns when two came together. 
These bright spots were so pretty 
against the gray bark of the oak 
tree. 


If the days in spring are sun- 
shiny and bright when they come 
by you may chance to hear their 
songs. The ruby-crowned is the best 
singer. It is said to be a famous 
songster by those who hear it when 
it is nesting In its summer home. 
Its song is a warble rich and full. 


They are industrious birds and 
although so tiny, do so much good. 


There is a vluture in the western 
part of our country that measures 
nine and one-half feet from tip to 
tip of its sperad wings. The hum- 
ming bird comes at the end of the 
list of birds as their names are ar- 
ranged according to size. Its wings 
measure one and one-half inches. 
The kinglets, we said, come just be- 
fore the humming birds. But net 
always do large packages contain 
the most p recious,stuff. 


They eat insects so small that 
other larger birds pass them by. 
They work especially on trees. They 
creep on the trunks like titmice, 
creepers and nut-hatches. They also 
search the foliage like warblers, and 
catch flying insects like flycatchers. 
That makes them very useful birds 
They eat scale insects, the eggs of 
plant lice and caterpillars. 
Mr. Van Dyke in his poem asks 
the kinglet where his kingdom is. 
The bird answers, 
, 


"Everywhere that I can fly. 
There I own the earth and sky. 
Everywhere that I can sing 
There I'm happy as a king."

They were ca~eful to pla'^c 
Jt rxacUr 5n the center of the «x 
and one-ha3f 3nch square cf uhi^r 
This half inch allowance is used vo 
in seams so that the finished bloc*. 
:s eractly ssx inches square. 
This transferring is done only as 


a guide. After the pieces of cJola, 


have been cut. edges turned under i 
and basted and Dressed in place' 
they are laid on the square rrithin i 
the outlines indicated by IX orig- 
inal pattern. 


After the pattern was transferred 
the paper -square is pasted or.to a 
piece of lightweight cardboard or 
tagboard and dried under pressure. 
Then the petals are cut. so arc the j 
leaves and stem. 
The leaves and stem arc made 
from the lighter shade of green and 
the connecting leaf indicated here, 
by the dotted line is cat from the 
darker shade. This reverses the; 
colors used in ttic first and third- 
vine. For the poppy itself some of 
the members chose pale yellow. 
some rich orange, others took pink. 
The two petals with turned over 
edges were cut fun size as if the 
edge were not turned over and then 
the edge was folded back after the 
petal has been appliqued. In doine 
this the raw edges have to be slit 
at the turn and the fold reversed. 
otherwise the raw edges would be { 
on top. The connecting 3caf was| 
appliqued in place first and was put 
on as soon as this white block was 
seamed to the shooting star block. 


Then the poppy petals went over 
part of it as indicated in the pat- 
tern. The center of the poppy was 
worked in satin stitch with fast 
color 
embroidery cotton. 
Dark 


colors were used. 


Nancy reminded the group that 


aJl pieces of cloth should be cut 
with a quarter inch allowance for 
turning under. She repeated, too. 
the direction which called for cut- 
ting the stem from a bias piece ot 
material cut twice as wide as the 
finished stem. Th«- raw edges arc 
folded back until thcv meet in the 
center of JJie wrong side. 


All appliqacJng is done with slant- 
ing, invisible hemming stitches. A 
second poppy block is made lor the 
fourth vine which is a duplicate of 
the second one.

IX men, who could pass

successful business men, were 
loitering on the sidewalk in 
front of an East St. Louis 
flat. Across the street in a 
hotel a group of women were 
holding a convention. From 
an upper window of a tfuild- 
ing across from the flat four 
pairs of eyes watched intent- 
ly every move made by the 
six loiterers. Tenseness 
gripped the four silent watch- 
ers, cigaret stubs littered the 
floor. One of the men spoke, 
a hurried conference followed, 
the four slipped quietly from 
the room to emerge a moment 
later into the street. 


Breaking suddenly into swift ac- 


t'-jn, the four men dashed across 
the street, lour revolvers leaped 
into lour hands, and a lew moments 
later some of the toughest gang- 
sters and hoodlums the country has 
ever produced were prisoners of 
the law, -while a "seventh succeeded 
In malting his escape past a deputy 
sheriff, who violated Jus orders. 


Weeks of Planning . 


Such was the dramatic arrest of 


three alleged members of the gang, 
which looted the Lincoln National 
Bank * Trust Co. Dramatic 
though it was, the raid that Fri- 
day afternoon cannot compare with 
the gripping story of the weeks of 
patient investigating, wire tapping, 
saving and planning by men and 
women who risked their lives to 
lay the ground work for the "pinch' 
that was to shake the underworld 
1o its foundation, send men. who 
previously had paraded their 
crimes openly, scurrying to cover. 
and cause others, those who live in 
the half world to feel the fear of 
an aroused Jaw closing in upon 
them. 


At least some of the members of 
the gang are still at large, the 
search for them is going on. and 
consequently the story of the pur- 
suit must lor the most part, remain 
untold. Further, the arrest of the 
Lincoln suspects important though 
it is. is now not Use single objective 
at stake. The law ol many states

Classic is 
the story of how two East St. Louis 
gangsters saved their hides with a 
cleverly prepared alibi. Arrested, and 
tried for a Chicago slaying, the pan- 
won their freedom, when 
defense 


counsel produced the register of the 
East St. Louis jail, whereon were 
Tound inscribed the names of the 
two as having been arrested and in 
jail there the day the crime was 
committed in Chicago. 


Dispersing "Elan's Rats." 


Just once were the East St Louis 


mobs driven to cover. That was sev- 
eral years ago, when the federal 
government was given the oppor- 
tunity to intervene. The result was 
the dissipating of "Egan's Rats," 
many were given long terms in fed- 
eral prisons, many were killed, and 
others ducked to cover. Those who 
ducked, later returned to form the 
Shelton gang, the Cuckoos of Mis- 
souri, across the river, and others. 
Fred "Killer," Burke became, "hot," 
and fled to East St. Louis to take 
over the leadership of the Shelton's 
Thomas, "Pat," O'Connors, O'Ccn- 
nor, Connor, Connors or what have 
you, deserted George "Bugs," Mor- 
an in Chicago to cast his lot with 
Burke. Howard, "Pop," Lee deserted 
the Cuckoos to join up with the 
Sheltons, and so on. Thus through 
desertions and other factors bitter 
rivalry arose, which resulted in gang 
wars, but nevertheless, when need 
arose, clanmshness asserted itself, 
and the gangs worked as one. 


There is cne outstanding charact- 
eristic of the gangster. He is a cow- 
ard! His weapons are surprise, and 
the gun, with which he will kill, 
mercilessly. Murder, kidnaping, ars- 
on, bank robbery and other depreda- 
tions held sway, while a handful of 
men and women worked desperate- 
ly to break the gangster hold. 


A few minutes after 10 o'clock on 


September 17, -1930, a big auto- 
mobile drove up to the curb by the 
Lincoln National Bank & Trust Co. 
A few minutes later the car sped 
away carrying $2,800,000 belonging 
to men and women, who toiled bard 
to amass that sum. and leaving be- 
hind a stricken city, and a gutted 
bank. What hundreds believed never 
could happen, had happened in 
Lincoln, Neb. 


Trail Obscured.' 


The gunmen had done their work; 
now society expected its officers, 
with no clues to depend upon, and 
facing a task that few men would 
vare to tackle, to apprehend its ene- 
mies. But nevertheless, the appar- 
ently impossible was undertaken. 
Pictures of notorious criminals were 
shown witnesses of the robbery by 
the score. One suspect was thus 
identified at the outset, but his trail 
was spared to send officers and of- 
crimes, that stretched across a half- 
dozen states. Rumors and tips by 
the dozen were traced, no money 
was sparde to send officers and of- 
ficials of the bank to distant points. 
Negotiations with tipsters, looking to 
recovery of the huge' sum in bonds 
and securities, fell through. Time 
passed, and the public gradually 
took the view that the criminals 
never would be caught 


Then Dewey Berlovich of Des 
Monies was arrested in Chicago a 
month or sa after the robbery, when 
he attempted to dispose of a small 
amount of the stolen securities. He 
was charged with participation in 
the robbery, but the charge was 
dismissed, when it was established, 
that he had nothing -whatsoever to 
do with the crime. Then Franklin 
P. Ferguson, wealthy New York 
clubman and lawyer was arrested 
under similar circumstances. He •aas 
indicted. A short -while later, he -was 
again arrested, and a second charge 
lodged against him. The prospects 
were looking «p, but months rolled 
by, and success seemed no closer. 


Emory Smith Retained. 


It was about two months ago. that 
a decision was made, which brought 
success. Roscoc Saundcrs. chief in- 
vestigator of the Illinois Bankers as- 
sociation, a man -who inows perhaps 
more than any other of the inside 
of the crime syndicate, conferred 
with officials of the Lincoln banfc. 
As a result. Emory Smith, youibiul 
assistant attorney general of Illinois 
and counsel for the Illinois Bankers 
association, was retained by the Lin- 
coln bank to apprehend the gunmen. 


Mr. Smith at once allied himself

WUST who is this Nebraska 
" farmer that President 
Hoover has appointed as a 
member of the Federal Re- 
serve board ? 


The position to which he 


has been appointed is a highly 
prized one. The salary of 
$12,000 a year for 10-year 
term is not to be despised but 
it is not the principal attrac- 
tion of the appointment. Its 
chief inducement is in the 
prestige gained from mem- 
bership on this board that is 
sometimes 
called the "su- 


preme court of finance." It's 
a big job. 


But the man who has won 


this highly - desirable ap- 
pointment is a Nebraskan 
who desires to be known as 
"first of all a farmer." He 
does not profess to .any pro- 
found knowledge about the in- 
tricacies of banking but does 
believe that as the agricul- 
tural member of the Federal 
Reserve board he is qualified 
to represent the farming in- 
terests of the middle west. 


Wayland Wells Magee, the new 


member of the Federal Reserve 
board, is a farmer by choice. He 
did not farm because he had no 
other opportunities, no other way to 
make a living but because it ap- 
peared to him to be the best oppor- 
tunity, the best way to make a liv- 
ing. 


The last twenty years "in over- 


alls" is the record that places Mr. 
Magee as a farmer. Ever since he 
came to Nebraska in 1910, his, home 
has been on the Summer Hill Farm 
near Bennington. His farm and its 
management have been his princi- 
pal interest during this twenty

"It meant eating sow belly andj 
spuds to come to Nebraska," he re-1 
calls. 


He was not altogether a stranger 


to farm life, however, when he left 
a growing law practice in Chicago 
to establish his home on Summer 
Hill farm. But most of his farm- 
ing experience had been of the 
"college boy" variety when he spent 
summers on the ranches and farms 
of his grandfather. 


He was born in Chicago in 1881, 


and was educated in the grammar 
and preparatory schools there prior 
to entering the University of Chi- 
cago 
After securing his bachelor 


of science degree in geology from 
. that university in ^05 he took three 
years of graduate work in law at 
Harvard and Northwestern. With 
this education, he was prepared for 
a life career in mining law. 


But before he settled down to the 


life of a professional - man in a 
metropolis, he wanted to see the 
world. This desire was probably 
largely due to the tales he had 
heard from his father, Henry W. 
Magee, who was practicing law in 
Chicago. His father had worked his 
way around the world as a young- 
ster. 


Wanted to Sec World. 


"I was raised on these stories of 


travel," Wayland Magee recalls. "As 
a result of the tales that my father 
had told, it was natural that I] 
wanted to see the world when I got 
through college. So I started out on 
a shoestring and traveled for 40,000 
miles." 


He made virtually the same trip 
that his father had made forty 
. years earlier. He didn't find the 
traveling in this part of the coun- 
try quite as difficult or as exacting 
as his father. Tiowever, for the elder 
Mr. Magee had worked with Major 
North and had shot buffaloes in the 
section of the country where his 
son was to farm years later. 


Youne Wayland Magee pot as far 
as the Philippine islands before he 
found his cash supply running sur- 
prisingly low. So he took a job for 
TJncle Sam. the onlv government 
position he ever held until the pres- 
ent appointment. The work in the 
Philippines, however, could hardly 
be classified as a position since it 
consisted of driving a truck, C.M. 
Cotteman. a native of Petersburg, 
was the director of posts in the 
Philippines who gave him the job 
as a track driver. He received 150 
pesos a month to begin -with and 
200 pesos, the maximum pay. before 
he quit after four months of work. 


Returned to Chicago. 


After completing this trip around 
the world, visiting the Orient, In- 
dia. Mediterranean countries and 
going north through Europe ot the 
Scandinavian countries, Mr. Magee 
returned to Chicago to enter the 
practice of law there. 


It was the death of his grand- 


father, CoL James P. Pratt, that rc- 
suKcd in Mr. Magee leaving Chi- 
cago for the "cow country." He was 
named as executor of his grand- 
father's estate in 3910 and decided 
to take active charge of Colonel 
Pratfs farm in eastern Nebraska. 


Colonel Pratt had served in the 


Civil war. then entered the milling 
business in Michigan and in 1879 
secured a post trade-ship in Nc-

But 
the banks were dubious and more

A contract was drawn between

men began sinking the first well,

Drilled Deep Wells. 


Due to the proximity of the Platte 


river, water was found at about 
fifteen feet but the" first well, like 
all which have been drilled since, 
was sunk to more than 80 feet. 
This, the engineers felt, would in- 
sure a permanent source of water 
from that great underground flow, 
reaching from the sandhills or 
northwestern 
Nebraska 
to 
the 
southeast portion of the state. Their 
assumptions have proved correct. 
None of the wells since installed 
has been pumped dry. 
The first well began operation in 


the water, flourished -surprisingly 
well." For the firs; time. Poverty 
ridge was profitably productive. The 
local canning factory utilized what 
produce tre current market failed 
to consume. Prospects for Poverty 
Ridge brightened. 


Tried Large Scale Farming. 
If gardens thrived with irrigation, 


why wouldn't large scale farming? 
The logical answer was comforting. 
Consequently, more wells were sunk 
and more land was acquired By 
careful surveying, the 
well sites 


were so located that from one-half 
to a full section of land could be 
watered with one well when neces- 
sary 
Ditches, or 'laterals" as they are 


called, were "Vd" with surveyed 
precision. In some cases the slope 
of The land necessitated the con- 
struction of dikes, or "fills." 
To 
boost the output of the wells, larger 
castings were inserted. A twenty- 
five inch pipe was lowered inside 


the project and John P. Cameron 
directs the eighteen farms which 
the estate embraces. 
Acreage Totals 3,000. 


The farms range in size 
from 
sixty to 300 acres, making a total 
of more than 3,000 acres. 
Each 


farm has its dwelling house 
and 


cluster of white buildings 
with 


green roofs. White tile silos have 
made their appearance and a large 
modern farm home lor the man- 
ager has been constructed. 
Barns, 


corrals and sheds for housing ma- 
chinery to be used on all the farms 
have "been built surrounding the 
manager's home. 
Farming is conducted on some- 


what of a co-operative basis 
All 
tenants farm on a share plan. In 
some instances the 
management, 


receives two-fifths of the crop pro- 
duction as rent, in others, one-half. 
Together with the tenant, the man- 
ager of the 
farms 
decides 
the 


amount of each crop to be planted". 


Cost of operation per well is about 


$10 for twelve hours, or approxi- 
mately a dollar an acre 
The wa- 
ter is sent down a network of lat- 
erals until it reaches the field to 
be irrigated. 
Here a canvass or 


sheet iron dam is inserted in tne 
ditch and the water is allowed to 
run on the field by means of small 
opening, or "turn-outs," 
shoveled 


from the ditch's bank. 
Ten rows of corn are usually wa- 


tered at one "set." In listing the 
corn, a high furrow is thrown up 
on every ten row, thus the water 
spreads between the confined rows 
and has time to completely soak the 
roots before a new set is made. 
The water is" permitted to run 


from one series of turn-outs 
for 


forty-five minutes or an hour, de- 
pending upon the' slope of the 
ground. 
While the water flows into the 


ihort time He studied under Chan- 
cellor E. A. Burnett and Dean w.

Farm Greatly Improved. 


Mr. Magee has improved his farm 


to such an extent that it would 
scarcely be considered a hardship 
for anyone to move there. Of course 
20 years ago, with horse and buggy 
transportation it was a matter of 
hours to make the trip to the near- 
est large city. Today it's but a 
matter of minutes to make the trip 
by auto over graveled highway to 
Omaha 
Unquestionably it is much 


easier to go from Summer Hill 
farm to Omaha than from subur- 
ban homes to the businers sections 
of large cities like Chicago and New 
York. 


A delightful grove of beautiful 


shade trees forms a lovely approach 
to Summer Hill. 
Many of these 


were planted by Colonel Pratt a 
half century ago and ars not the 
least valuable of the improvements 
to the more than 1,200 acre farm. 


It is easy to understand why the 


Mormon settler, who first held 
claim to this land, selected the par- 
ticular site that he did. The farm 
is one, of the highest elevations be- 
tween the Elkhorn and the Platte 
rivers. An extremely pleasant view 
of gently rolling hills is presented 
hi every direction. 


Visitors Welcomed. 


To the south of the road that 


passes by Summer Hill farm are 
the frame buildings of the old ranch 
houses constructed by Colonel Pratt 
To the north of the highway is the 
home of Mr. Magee and his family, 
a brick building which would grace 
the best city residential section, and 
to one side of it the homes in which 
the farm employes live and the 
other farm buildings. 


The visitor is welcomed to Sum- 
mer Hill farm with the hospitality 
that seems to come more naturally 
to the farmer than to many city 
dwellers 
There's an atmosphere 


there that's much more restful than 
that found in the city home. The 
impression is given that it isn't ex- 
actly criminal to spend a minute or 
two in which you're not "doing 
something " 


There's something very restful 


about Mr. Magee as well as about 
his home. He seems to belong 
there. A six footer, weighing more 
than 200 pounds, he's the type of 
man who "goes well" with a large 
farm 
It's a little 
difficult to 


imagine him cramped into a small 
office room filled with law books. 


Business-Like Farmer. 


He's quite business-like about his 
farming, however. He has an office 
in his home, equipped with a big 
roll top desk, numerous files, a 
safe and lined with books, most of 
them on agricultural subjects. 


In even a short conversation with 


him, one discovers that his principal 
interest lies in things 
connected 


with the farm. Occupying the place 
of honor on his desk was a brand- 
ing iron. He proudly displayed it, 
telling how it had been found re- 
cently on a Montana ranch where

Hastings was one of the 
quietest of the nation's 435 
congressmen. 


During the. entire seventy- 


first congress he introduced 
no bills except five private 
pension bills, which are not 
passed separately but incor- 
porated into omnibus pension 
bills if they meet the rules of 
the committee to which they 
were referred. 


He made not one speech in 


the final session, and raised 
his voice on the floor only to 
answer to his name and to ask 
once to extend his remarks in 
the Congressional Record by 
publishing a speech he made 
before a community citizens' 
association on community co- 
operation. 


During the second session, he 


spoke three times, once on the 
tariff, once on water conservation 
and flood control, once on the 
tenth anniversary 
of prohibition, 


and once he "extended his remarks" 
to publish an address by Charles 
I. Sparks, a Kansas congressman.. 
During the first or special ses- 


sion, he spoke not at all. 


Sought Tax Refunds. 


As a member of the committee on 


claims, he reported various bills 
from the committee, Including the 
bills to allow tax refunds for three 
Nebraska organizations, the Tair- 
mont Creamery Co, the Farmers' 
Grain Co. of Omaha, and the Le- 
banon Equity exchange. 
Favored "Talkless Thinker." 


Maybe the key to Representative 
Johnson's quietness may be found 
in two sentences in his speech on 
community co-operation. He said: 


"My short expenence in congress 


leads me to believe that there are 
two distinct classes of men there, 
the thinkless talker and the talk- 
less thinker.

Homemakingi Days Within Walls Of Old 


Penitentiary Recalled By Mrs. Fenton

Behind the great gray walls of the 


penitentiary is not the best place 
for homemaking. But Mrs. W. T. 
Fenton, wife of the warden, knows 
it can be done. For thirteen years, 
home for Mr. and Mrs. Fenton was 
a cosy apartment above the main 
offices of the prison. There they 
reared their two children Helen and 
Bryan, near several hundred con- 
victs. 


"How we had to watch the chil- 


dren when they were small," she 
recalled Wednesday in the pretty 
living room of their present home a 
few blocks from the prison. My 
mother lived with us then and we 
both kept track of the youngsters. 
Of course only trusties were out, 
but you never know." Prison folk 
learn to be always on their guard. 


"Now I have almost no contacts 
with the prisoners. Except," she 
added, the "boys" who help us about 
the place. Mrs. Fenton has a trusty 
for cook ,and one who brings sup- 
plies from the prison. Another 
trusty drives her to town. But oth- 
erwise she might almost forget her 
unique neighborhood. As she says, 
"The novelty wears off." 
No Fear From Siren. 
The scream of the siren announc- 


ing the escape of a prisoner has no 
terrors for Mrs. Fenton. "I am sure 
this would be the last place he 
woud come," she smiled in her en- 
gaging way. As to an outbreak. lor 
the penitentiary is badly overcrowd- 
ed. "We just don't think about 
things like that." Perhaps it is this 
optimistic philosophy which makes 
Mrs. Fenton the calm and cheerful 


I person she Is, in spite of surround- 
ings inevitably depressing. 


When three convicts attempted to 
escape six years ago her job was 
the nerve-wrackmg one of simply 
waiting. She was in their apart- 
ment with a grandchild when Mr. 
Fenton who had just gone down- 
stairs returned in a hurry asking for 
his gun. Trouble had broken out 
among the "boys." 
Wliile much shooting and yelling 


went on below, Mrs. Fenton waited. 
Then word came that a man was 
hurt. Mrs. enton got busy. She 
called doctors, the state sheriff, the 
police, and the governor. All this 
while her husband was in mortal 
danger and prison warfare waging 
too close for comfort. 
Daughter Wed in Fen. 
Her "daughter, Helen, was the 
third bride to be married within 
the forbidding .walls of the peni- 
tentiary. The Catholic chapel was 
arranged for the ceremony on Sep- 
tember 28, 1925, and Helen Fenton 
became Mrs Donald Gallagher. The 
allaghers are now living in Lincoln 
and have a family of small children. 
The Fentons' son, Bryan, is study- 
ing at the University of Nebraska. 
college of medicine at Omaha. 
Just after the Fentons moved to 
the penitentiarv from Falls City 
where the warden had been sheriff, 
Mrs. Fenton was obliged to be the 
matron for the women prisoners for 
about six months. With her daugh- 
ter only 10 years old, and Bryan, 8, 
Mrs. Fenton had her hands fulL 
But it was all cart of the game. 
Sometimes visitors to the prison 
are entertained by the Fenton fam- 
ily. Bill Griffiths who was re- 


cently brought to serve a sentence 
in the penitentiary had stayed with 
the Fentons several times while vis- 
iting his father who was in prison. 
Though Mrs. Fenton does not con- 
done wrong-doing, she is a staunch 
friend and expects to have a little 
talk vith BUI. 
That her life has been remark- 


able will not be admitted by Mrs. 
Fenton. "I'm just a homekeeper 
and that is all," sen, says. And 
actually she is far more interested 
in her flowers than in the more 
serious side of life across the way. 


"I always gardened around our 
little cottage in Falls City," she re- 
marked "But now, well the trusties 
must be kept busy," so their well- 
landscaped lawn is cultivated by the 
prisoners. That o\ er seven hundred 
convicts are serving dreary sen- 
tences not far away did not keep 
Mrs. Fenton from being pleasantly 
excited that a robin was building a 
nest under the porch eaves.

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_MR. COX'S CHANCES. 


- It was the misfortune of Former Governor James 
M. Cox of Ohio to be nominated for the presidency 
by the demcrats when there was a wave of revulsion 
against hat party which no man could have over- 
come. Mr. Cox was engulfed in it. 


The fact that there was in his career a record of 


achievement which made it possible for him to win 
the governorship in a state which had furnished more 
republican presidents tharivanv,xommonwe£vHh in the 
nation and which was regarded as traditionally re- 
publican did not figure. His splendid reputation for 
business ability and for statesmanship did not even 
receive serious consideration. 


They were "agin" Mr. Cox because they disliked 


and detested. Woodrow Wilson. For two years Wil- 
son's enemies in the Senate had sung a hymn of hate 
against the former war president until its swelling 
chorus drowned out every other note. Former Gov- 
ernor Cox struggled bravely against the tide. Sub- 
sequent history has confirmed much of what he said^ 
in that campaign. He warned'the people against the 
Ohio gang, which marched down Pennsylvania avenue 
and entrenched itself in the national capitol after the 
election of the late Warren Harding. But the voters 
then were not in a mood to give even casual atten- 
tion to what Mr. Cox was saying. It was: "Down with 
Wilson" It was: "Oust the democrats." Although 
the first four years of the Wilson administration had 
seen greater social progress than the three decades 
preceding, although a great war had been fought and 
won, although the United States had advanced to a 
position of dominance in world affairs, the tired and 
exhausted voters wanted nothing so much as a chance 
to kick the president who had been responsible for it 
and the political party which had made it possible 


"Under the circumstances, this man who had rare- 


ly met defeat, who had been a successful editor and 
publisher, and whose whole career was glamorous 
and romantic might'have been expected to make a 
better showing than Mr. Cox did. It was through 
no fault of his, however, that he and his party sus- 
tained a crushing defeat. He inherited it. The most 
amazing feature of Mr. Cox's attempt to win the 
presidency was that he refused to. be downcast over 
discouragement and__up until the closing hours of 
the campaign conducted himself with a fine spirit of 
moderation, of generosity, enthusiasm, and devotion 
to the principles which he held dear.

J. Raskob and his friends on the democratic national 
committee became involved in a bitter controversy 
over prohibition, it was Former Governor Cox who 
played the'role of peacemaker. 
His speech aroused 


the greatest enthusiasm, brought the warring factions 
together and restored the meeting of the national 
committee to good humor. Now Mr. Cox is being 
looked upon as the logical man to deliver the key- 
note address at the next democratic national conven- 
tion. 


It may be expected that Franklin Roosevelt, Gov- 


ernor Ritchie of Maryland, and Owen D. Young will 
each have a formidable following in the convention. 
Whether any one of the three will be able to muster 
the requisite strength for a nomination remains to be 
seen, but it would appear that there is little likeli- 
hood of this. Franklin Roosevelt was Former Gover- 
nor Cox's running mate in 1920. The most cordial 
relations have existed between the two men. It would 
be perfectly natural that Roosevelt, seeing the futility 
of continuing the fight, should throw his strength to 
Mr. Cox. 


The Ohioan passed his sixty-first birthdav six 


weeks ago. He will be sixty-two when the conven- 
tions assemble to make nominations. 
He is in the 


prime of life, in perfect physical health, a much 


Digger' man today than he was when his party hon- 


ored him with his first nomination.

THE BIRTH OF NATIONAL ANTHEMS. 


T. R. Ybarra, writing in the New York Times, re- 


calls that many of t.he national anthems have had 
their origin in battle or m revolution. 


The latest proof Is the new Spanish anthem, called 


"The Fourteenth of April." which was the date on 
which that country was proclaimed a republic. The 
fact that it was a bloodless revolution in its prelim- 
inary stages, that Don Alfonso was permitted to leave 
the country peacefully and that, aside from cheering 
crowds which paraded the streets, there was nothing 
to indicate the passing of one of the oldest monar- 
chies of Europe does not in any way blot out the dra- 
matic arid emotional elements. "The Fourteenth of 
April" has that fiery note, so long associated with 
Latin blood, and because of it is capable of stirring 
the crowds. 


The French "Marseillaise" was composed by Rouget 


dc I'Isle in a riight bivouac on April 24, 1792. Two 
months later, 1500 men, armed and wearing red caps, 
marched from Marseilles to Paris to the tune of the 
stirring hymn. 


Francis Scott Key was a captive aboard a British 


ship during the bombardment of a fort near Balti- 
moie, when he wrote "The Star Spangled Banner." 
So many objections were raised to it—that its words 
were too bellicose and bumptious, that its music was 
inappropriate and beyond the range of the average 
voice—that it was not until recently President Hoover 
signed the bill giving it official status as the national 
anthem. 


Much the same hard road has faced the anthem: 


"Rule Britannia" which unofficially has a status 
alongside that of "God Save the King." Its author, 
James Thompson, included these words when he 
wrote his apostrophe to Britain: 
, 
"The nations not so blessed as Thee 
Must in their turn to tyrants fall, 
While Thou shall flourish great and free, 
The dread and envy of them all." 
. 
Mussolini gains the rare distinction of being men- 


tioned by name in the Italian Facisist national hymn, 
"Marcia Reale," freely translated it runs: 
"From the trials that once dismayed them 
Made anew are all Italians, 
Mussolini has remade them 
Into conquering Italians." 


The new German republic, since the World war has 


replaced the old "Heil Dir im Siegerkranz" (Hail to 
Thee in Victor's Laurels) which was sung to the 
tune of "God Save the King." It has gone back to the 
famous and beautiful tune composed by Haydn near 
the close of the eighteenth century as the national 
anthem of his native Austria. A German poet, Hoff- 
mann von Fallersleden, decided to write the words 
appropriate to it, with the result that "Deutschland 
uber Alles" was given to the German people. Fallers- 
leden himself was very bitterly opposed to the Ger- 
man monarchists, yet the fact remains that his hymn 
became emblematic of its ruthless military power. 


GEORGE BAKER'S INHERITANCE TAX. 


Before his death, George Baker, New York finan- 


cier, took steps to transfer some of his wealth to his 
heirs, which would have the result of avoiding inheri- 
tance taxes which would otherwise' have to be paid. 


But Mr. Baker left $75,000,000 even though 
the 


stocks and bonds which he held had depreciated in 
paper values The federal government and the state 
of New York will collect inheritance taxes from the 
estate, aggregating hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
The fact is of interest because there has been 
re- 


peated agitation on foot to repeal the federal Inheri- 
tance tax. Secretary Mellon of the treasury has ad- 
vocated it, and the democratic 
candidate -for the 


the presidency m 1928 was foolish enough to join in 
'the clamor which came principally from the eastern 
seaboard. Mr. Mellon and Mr. Smith and the others 
joining in the campaign to repeal the inheritance 
tax suggested the federal 'government should retire 
from the field to permit the individual states to oc- 
cupy it entirely. 


It is interesting to note what the result would be in 


the case of Mr. Baker's estate. His fortune was large- 
ly invested in stocks/and bonds of railroads and other 
industrial enterprises. The tax would have been col- 
lected by New York alone while the entire nation con- 
tributed largely to making Mr. Baker's fortune pos- 
sible. Through the inheritance tax levied by the fed- 
eral government, some of the wealth was returned to 
the states which helped to create it. 


That is the wall against which those crash who are 


seeking to have the federal government vacate the in- 
heritance tax field in favor of the individual states. 
New York. New Jersey, Pennsylvania. Illinois 
California and Florida are about the only states which 
stand to gain by it. The millions accumulated by 
Ford, in the manufacture of automobiles, by John 
D. Rockefeller. Sr., in oil, by J. P. Morgan, and by 
Charles Schwab came from every state It should be. 
re-distributed to them when inheritance taxes are 
levied.

Is Wage Reduction a Panacea? 
LINCOLN. Neb., May 15. 


To the editor of The Lincoln Star; 
There appears to be a growing 
group of big- business men, rein- 
forced by some more or less promi- 
nent economists, who have highly 
resolved that there must be a 
radical "reduction of our 'American 
wage schedule all along the line be- 
fore we can snap out of the "re- 
pression" now in evidence. Their 
arguments are not without some 
appeal to the agriculturist, who as 
an ultimate consumer, appreciates 
the high cost of farm machinery, 
freight rates, etc. 


There was a recent meeting of 
"rail" executives down east and 
they have given to the public an 
announcement: that either freight 
rates must go up or rail wages must 
come down. In other words the 
buck is to be passed on. This "re- 
pression" is not going to be stood by 
them. 
Chatting over our "repression' 


with a professor of our university- 
one who has recently published a 
book having to do with, the prob- 
lem of the farmer—we found that 
he too was championing the wage 
reduction. He would have wages 
•forced down until the products of 
labor were on a fair parity with 
agricultural products. Then, says 
the professor, we will be in a situa- 
tion to expect a slow return to 
normal prosperity. 


But we question, how may we pay 
our taxes or liquidate our multi- 
plicity of obligations, individual, 
corporation, municipal, state and 
national with low wages and a low 
price on all the fruits of labor? 
WeB! The professor admits that 
this calls for another chapter for 
his book, a chapter -which he has 
not as yet composed. 
The greatest and almost the only 
consumers of commodities are the

ANSWER. 


Yes. Such machines are displacing 


human labor at a very rapid pace 
and, what is worse, the labor thus 
displaced is partly if not wholly un- 
wanted in other occupations. For a 
long- time we have welcomed labor- 
saving devices because they heralder: 
cheaper goods, a higher standard of 
living and more employment for all. 
But enough is as good as a least 


and the present economic situation 
demands that we reconsider these 
general conclusions and emphasize 
the human as well as the economic 
factors. Our government publishes 
some statistics which should be pon- 
dered by employers and employees 
The number of employees in Ameri- 
can factories has decreased 5 uqr 
cent since the World War. 
Had 
there been no further development 
of machine power dunng that per- 
iod there would have been little pi 
no unsrnployment today. It woulc 
have required 14.266,000 workers to 
turn out the industrial products ot 
1929. As a matter of fact, owing 
to improved mechanical devices 
only 
8,555,000 
workers were em- 


ployed in that year, whereas the 
total quantity of goods manufac- 
tured has increased nearly 60 per 
cent since the'World War. 


Study these figures and you will 
see, that while overproduction has 
spoiled many markets the consum- 
er's wage-earning power lias bren 
materially lessened. Indeed, the re- 
quirements for labor have not kept 
oace with the growth of our popu- 
lation. 
On the other'hand, from 1913 to 


1929 goods were cheaper by 30 per 
cent than prior to 1919, and average 
wages rose by 13 per cent, and, since 
prices fell by 30 per cent, the wage 
increase was really 63 per cent. Our 
stupendous wealth and boundless re- 
sources should, enable us 'to ov?-- 
come this difficulty. But it is a very 
real one, and will have to be laced.

Others accept the doc- 
trine of reincarnation: Meanwhile, 
multitudes place their faith in the 
Bible's teaching on immortality. 


Frankly, I do not see why Sir 


Oliver's writings on the 
matter 


should * discourage you, since WG 
agree that he is a profoundly spir- 
itual man 
If you are convinced 


that the soul's continuance is not 
abolished by the body's dissolution, 
you can take with gladness what 
that 
distinguished 
scientist 
and 


scholar has to sav which revives 
faith m a future life, and consoles 
those who mourn the loss of their 
Icved ones. 
In Sir Oliver's last book, "Phan- 


tom Walls,'1 he argues the case for 
survival beyond the grave from the 
standpoint of a trained ani dis- 
ciplined mind, accustomed to weigh- 
ing evidence and averse to excessive 
dogmatizing. The volume contains 
careful statements which strengthen 
the h'ope and confirm the reason- 
ableness of those who interpret life 
from its spiritual side. 


Thus in discussing the familiar 


division between matter and spirit 
he says, "there are many physical 
things which are not material'' (p. 
86 1 Here is a vital distinction you 
should ponder. Probably the feature 
you resent in Sir Oliver's interpre- 
tation is that they make the future 
life a mere replica of the present 
life. Ycu miss in what he has to 
say the New Testament's sublime 
portrajals of Christian immartollty. 
I sympathize with that sentiment. 


Few Christians or Jews subscribe to 
Sir Oliver's imitation "whisky and 
soda element" in the unseen world. 
But we may be fairly certain that 
the same laws govren rational ex- 
istence at every stage of its de- 
velopment. - Their final consumma- 
tion is a richness, a beauty and a 
moral pcwer of God-given li'e 
which 
far 
outranges all earthly 


imagination.

President Hoover will Introduce 


Dr. Robert A. Millikan, eminent 
American physicist and winner of 
the Nobel pri?^ for physics in 1923, 
to nation-wide audiences of the Na- 
tional and Columbia broadcasting 
companies, when the famous Cali- 
fornia educator addresses the first 
annual assembly of the National Ad- 
visoiy Council on Radio in Educa- 
tion in New York City Friday eve- 
ning. 
The president and Dr. Millikan 


•will be heard over NBC-WJZ and 
CBS-WABC networks between 8 and 
9 p m , central standard time. The 
nations chief executive will speak 
from the cabient room of the white 
house.

A New Five-Element Power Tube. 


The latest addition to the modern 


A. C. power receiver is the pentode 
tube, a five-element power tube 
with distinct advantages over the 
existing three element types. The 
power pentode will deliver a power 
output of 2.5 watts with 250 volts 
on the plate and a bias of only 6.6 
volts. It requires a signal input 
voltage of only 12 volts to produce 
the maximum output of the pen- 
tode as against a signal input of 35 
volts to produce the maximum out- 
put of the 245. Obviously, the pen- 
tode gives greater undistorted out- 
put for equal signal input. The 
practical advantage of tHis will 
probably be the elimination of any 
additional audio amplification other 
than the power pentode and a re- 
duction in the necessary detector 
output. 


Soldering Condenser Sections. 
Small soldering irons should be 
used lor soldering condenser sec- 
tions, and these irons must be kept 
clean and bright. Rosin should be 
used to clean the parts and just 
enough heat applied to do the job

Despite the greatest care taken in 
the manufacture and assembling of 
condenser sections, there is always 
the danger of improper soldering 
by the service man or individual 
making repairs. 


Noises in Power Set. 


The mysterious hum in a power 
receiver is frequently very difficult 
to eliminate'because one must look 
so many different places to find 
it. and must treat each source dif- 
ferently. 
One case of hum that 
seems a bit more mysterious than 
most is when the hum appears only 
•when tuning in a station carrier 
•wave. When tuned off on space, 
the receiver may be perfectly quiet. 
or at least satisfactorily so, but 
•when a station is tuned in,, there 
is a noticeable increase in bum. 
This may be due to two things. The 
station itself may be responsible. 
The hum may exist in the carrier. 
and is possibly introduced because 
of the manner in which the sender 
obtains his plate or filament power. 
On the other band, upon investi- 
gation. it mav be discovered that 
the broadcaster is not responsible. 
The same station may come in very 
quietly on a neighbor's receiver, 
The second possible cause is that 
the station carrier is being hum 
modulated in tue receiver. Sets us- 
ing: A. C. tubes in the R. F. ampli- 
ifier may easily behave this wav, 
unless care is taken to avoid it. In

A transmitter spreads a field over 
the surface of the earth where 
there may be one or thousands of 
radio receivers listening to or at- 
;empting to intercept the signals. 
The field may be represented by a 
complex and ever changing 
pat- 


terns and tbe fact that it does 
change from instant to instant re- 
sults in fading. As the distance 
from 
the 
transmitter 
becomes 


greater, the percentage of change 
also becomes greater or is likely to. 


Interference from Super-Het. 
A super-heterodyne receiver, in- 
adequately shielded, operating in 
the neighborhood, -will cause inter- 
ference in other sets. This is no- 
ticed by a decided whistle coming 
from the speaker. The condition 
would not ordinarily happen unless 
the receiver or aenal were within 
50 to 100 feet of the super-het. The 
only way to.prevent this interfer- 
ence is to add, shielding to the 
super-heterodyne Deceiver to pre- 
vent radiation from the oscillator 
or coupling between the oscillator 
and antenna. This should be done 
by an experienced man because it 
can not be done easily without dis- 
turbing the allignment of the single 
dial control. 


Selecting a Set. 


A receiving set should be selected 


by the "car appeal." Listen to the 
set being demonstrated, tune in. the 
stations and be convinced that it 
has selectivity as well as tone. 
Those are the two greatest factors 
in demand today. Since it is nearly 
as difficult to choose one radio 
apart from another, because by 
and large there has been achieved 
a certain standard of performance 
that makes it very difficult for the 
average person to choose purely on 
tone values, certain 
sets have 
"gadgets" that may appeal as a 
deciding factor. Such devices as 
automatic and remote 
controllers 
are very attractive, and some re- 
ceivers also have 'automatic volume 
controllers. Do not be dismayed by 
the "number of tubes" a radio re- 
ceiver may have and be assured 
that it is not necessarily an indi- 
cation of its performance. Sets do 
not compare tube for tube, so that 
an eight-tube set may not be tbe 
superior of a six-tube one. - 


For the Notebook. 


Gas is now deliberately placed 
in a radio tube to increase its ef- 
ficieflcy. 
Always use the tubes specified in 
tbe instructions supplied with the 
receiver. 
A ground, driven in the earth, 
should be at least five leet long 
and longer if -"ossicle. - 
The new electric or power re- 
ceivers are almost trouble proof or 
as nearly so as could be desired. 
The efficiency of a set is often 
reduced by the addition of other 
aerials on the roof. The more wires, 
the less effect the passing -waves 
have on them. 
Improper use of the volume con- 


trol on a set can spoil tbe best 
reception. On the other hand, the 
proper use of the volume control 
and tbe application of that control 
to the proper jpoint in the circuit 
will redust in satisfactory reception 
It is very poor policy to alter a 


receiver that is giving pt>od service 
There Is no peculiar advantage in 
unusual shaoes for TeceJvinn aer- 
ials especially where they are used 
on modem sete which do not tune 
the antenna circuit. 


Any defect, in ih<* radio circuit 
that 'would cause sudden change in 
the regulator tube resistance wil 
affcrt all tbe other tubes both as 
to filament voltage and their oper- 
ating voltages.

the water close to the dam.. Ten- 
ants unexperienced in pump irriga- 
tion iind no end of grief in trying 
to water too much land at a time. 
With ditches running bank-full, it 
is easy for some weak spo; to give 
way with the pressure. Consequent- 
ly/the water goes pouring out 
where it isn't wanted. 
Irrigation not only has its bene- 


fits for crops but for hog and cat- 
tle raising as well. For the past few 
years, it has been the practice of 
the Platte Valley farms to 
raise 


from 1,200 to 1,600 head of hogs 
each season. By turning water into 
a hog lot, the wallows are kept as 
fresh as possible and the hogs lose 
but little weight because of the hot, 
Certain fields on the Platte Val- 
ley farms have yielded as high as 
seventy to seventy-five bushels of 
corn to the acre. The average or 
the corn usually totals about forty 
to forty-five bushels. Wheat runs 
from thirty-fwe to forty bushels to 
the acre quite consistently. 


Good Irrigation Possibilities. 


The succcess of the Platte Valley 


farms gives an indication of 
Ne- 
bralkal possibilities as an irri- 
gated state. Many fanners are De- 
einning to realize the opportunities 
of artificial watering. In some in- 
stances, old gravel pits are being 
used as a water source with the aid 
of turbine pumps. 
Power for the 


pumps is supplied by gasoline en- 


mes and tractors. 
For the independent farmer, gas- 


oline motors offer an economical 
and efficient power for pumps Cost 
of installation is cut in half by use 
of old automobile motors as a pow- 


n r o u r a . indeed, is the news 


of government aid to Nebraska 
river irrigation. During the 
past 
three years national engineers nave 
been making tests and plotting res- 
ervoirs at various points over the 
state During the summer months 
of 1931 a congressional committee 
will Inspect the plans and report or 
this research. 
Engineers, according to a state- 
ment of Prof. Clark E. Mickey of 
the University of Nebraska, 
are 
confident that a practical system 
for river-irrigation is nearly com- 
plete With such a system, plans are 
made to keep Nebraska rivers, es- 
pecially the Platte, full during the 
summer months and free from ice 
during the winter. Crop production 
ui many sections 
can be tripled 
with no danger to a permanent wa- 
ter supply.

The Nebraska restricting will 


cause much interest m Washing- 
ton in the outcome of the next elec- 
tion in what is the new fourth Ne- 
braska congressional 
district, for 
two sitting congressmen and 
two 


who were in the last congress live 
in that district. Two republicans, 
an old-timer in congress, Charles 
H. Sloan of Geneva and Fred G. 
Johnson oi Hastings, both of whom 
were defeated last year. li\e in the 
new fourth, and the two democrats 
elected to succeed them, J. N. Nor- 
ton of Polk and A C. Shallenber- 
ger of Alma, another old-timer well 
known m Washington, live in thB 
district. 
Washington expects Sloan and 
Johnson to try to come back, whicn. 
will make a fight in the republican 
primary, with Johnson 
perhaps 
having some advantage, since four 
counties have been taken 
from 
Sloan's old district and put into 
that represented by Rep. John. H. 
Morehead of Falls City. 
Real Fight Seen. 


Then, doubtless Norton and Shall- 
enberger will want to come back, 
making a fight in the democratic 
party, and when the general elec- 
tion conies, unless a real newcomer 
defeats one of the old-timers sn 
tne primaries, two men who ha\e 
served in congress will fight it out. 


Rep. Robert G. Simmons is the 
only Nebraska congressman whose 
district is reduced in both area and 
population by the redistnctmg. His 
has long been the largest in both 
area arid population. The second 
district, containing Omaha, is un- 
changed, so that there will be no 
unusual interest in Washington in 
that election.
